love  and  charity,  which  is  being  reared  by  the  votaries  of  Masonry 
throughout  the  world. 

The  trials  and  labor  of  the  Masonic  year,  1895,  are  inscribed  on 
the  page  of  history,  soon  to  be  consigned  to  the  silent  archives  of 
the  past.  Tender  memories  will  long  cluster  around  this  short 
period  in  our  pilgrimage  to  the  Great  Grand  Bodge  on  High;  and 
connected  therewith,  we  behold  in  the  picture  gallery  of  the  mind 
many  pleasing  scenes  and  incidents  which  the  fleeting  years  cannot 
efface. 

Language  is  inadequate  to  express  the  great  pleasure  it  gives  me 
as  your  presiding  officer  to  meet  with  you  on  this  auspicious  occasion. 

Seeing  before  me  so  large  a number  of  familiar  faces,  I am  im- 
pressed with  a deep  sense  of  the  obligations  I am  under  to  you  all 
for  the  exalted  honor  I enjoy  at  this  time,  and  I feel  that  the  golden 
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chain  of  friendship  and  brotherly  love,  which  unites  us  in  one  com- 
mon brotherhood,  is  stronger,  brighter  and  more  beautiful  to-night 
than  ever  before. 

With  hearty’  congratulations,  I greet  5’ou  as  the  chosen  represen- 
tatives of  the  noble  order  of  Masons  in  North  Carolina,  and  extend 
to  you  an  earnest  welcome  to  the  looth  Annual  Communication  of 
our  Grand  Lodge. 

Referring  briefly  to  the  early  history  of  the  order  in  America, 
Freemasonry  crossed  the  Atlantic  with  the  first  settlers  of  the  Brit- 
ish colonies  and  planted  its  standard,  as  it  were,  in  the  wild  forest 
of  this  then  new  world.  Its  glorious  banner,  inscribed  with  the 
motto,  ‘-Friendship,  Morality  and  Brotherly  Love,  ” floated  proudh' 
to  the  breeze,  inviting  beneath  its  ample  folds  all  men,  regardless 
of  wealth  or  honor,  regardless  of  political  or  religious  distinction, 
who  loved  truth,  the  great  object  of  all  IMasonic  stud}",  who  acknowl- 
edged the  existence  of  that  Supreme  Being,  Almighty  God,  our 
Great  Grand  IMaster,  the  immaculate  ruler  of  Heaven  and  earth. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  was  first  constituted  A.  D. 
1771,  and  started  out  on  that  brilliant  career,  which  has  marked  its 
progress  through  the  long  and  eventful  years  that  have  intervened. 

Interrrrpted  by  the  war  of  the  Revolution  and  its  meetings  sus- 
pended, it  was  reorganized  in  1787,  and  with  renewed  hope  and 
vigor  entered  upon  the  fulfillment  of  its  glorious  mission. 

We  are  to-night  the  proud  representatives  of  the  same  grand 
principles  which  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  }-ear.s  ago  prompted 
our  illustrious  predecessors  in  calling  it  into  existence,  and  we  have 
never  regretted  the  day  when  the  high  distinction  of  wearing  the 
lamb-skin  or  white  apron  was  first  conferred  upon  us,  a badge  of 
honor  “more  ancient  than  the  Golden  Fleece  or  Roman  Eagle; 
more  honorable  than  the  Star  and  Garter  when  worthiU-  worn . ’ ’ 

Bidding  adieu  to  the  old,  we  stand  iipon  the  threshold  of  a new 
year,  and  with  eager  gaze  scan  the  uncertain  vista  of  the  futirre. 

Animated  by  that  true  ambition  to  which  Masonr\"  ever  appeals, 
let  us  go  forward  with  a greater  love  for  our  noble  Order  and  firmer 
purpose  to  elevate  it  to  the  high  pinnacle  of  morality  and  useful- 
ness in  the  world,  which  it  is  worthy  to  occupy,  because  of  the  pre- 
cious hopes  it  inspires  in  human  hearts  of  a better  life  beyond  this 
“vale  of  tears,”  its  brilliant  achievements  in  the  past,  and  the 
bright  promise  it  gives  of  a still  more  glorious  future  in  the  encour- 
agement of  noble  deeds  and  lofty  aspirations. 
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It  becomes  my  dut}’,  under  the  law,  to  submit  for  3mur  review  and 
consideration  a report  of  all  the  official  acts  which,  as  Grand  Master, 
I have  had  the  honor  to  perform  the  past  Masonic  \''ear. 

Painfully" conscious  of  1113' short-comings  in  dealing  with  the  many 
and  various  affairs  of  the  craft,  I can  truthfully  say  that  I have  con- 
scientioush"  endeavored  to  be  faithful  to  my  trust,  and  have  made  a 
sincere  and  earnest  effort  to  serve  the  Masons  of  North  Carolina  with 
an  e3^e  single  to  what  I conceived  to  be  their  highest  interest. 
Promirted  by  a devotion  to  the  principles  of  our  noble  Order,  which 
I have  long  cherished,  I have  given  to  the  work  a large  share  of 
m3'  time  and  best  thought,  and  whatever  errors  may  have  been  eom- 
mitted  were  of  the  head  and  not  of  the  heart. 

I have  found  it  necessar3'  to  write  man3’  letters,  and  am  unable  to 
recall  a single  instance  when  a prompt  reply  was  not  made  to  any 
letter  received  requiring  answer.  Many  unofficial,  and  often. unim- 
portant, communications  have  reached  me  from  the  brethren,  but 
the3'  received  my  careful  attention — the  humblest  and  the  most 
learned  member  of  the  Order  being  at  all  times  treated  alike. 

It  has  given  me  great  pleasure  to  dispense,  as  best  I could,  light 
and  knowledge  to  my  less  informed  brethren,  and  I have  been  amply 
compensated  for  an 3'  sacrifice  made  by  the  high  honor  conferred  upon 
me,  and  the  uniform  courtesy  and  kindness  received  at  their  hands. 

CONDITION  OF  THE  ORDER. 

y\.fter  a careful  survey  and  study  of  the  masonic  field,  which  I have 
been  able  to  make  from  extensive  correspondence  with  the  Lodges, 
and  information  received  from  intelligent  masons  in  different  sections 
of  the  State,  who  have  had  excellent  opportunities  to  jndge  correctly 
of  the  situation,  it  affords  me  much  pleasure  to  say  that  the  Order 
has  enjoyed  a reasonable  degree  of  prosperit3',  and  made  substantial 
progress  the  past  year. 

Peace  and  harmony,  like  faithful  sentinels,  have  stood  watch  at 
the  door  of  our  Lodges,  while  relations  which  are  of  the  most  cordial 
and  fraternal  nature,  remain  undisturbed  with  our  sister  Grand  Juris- 
dictions. 

In  a few  localities  the  work  of  Masonry  has  been  retarded  for  the 
want  of  a proper  knowledge  of  our  beautiful  and  sublime  ceremonies, 
3'et,  as  a whole,  our  labors  have  been  rewarded,  and  we  have  good 
cause  to  feel  encouraged. 
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Six  new  Lodges  have  been  established,  and  seven  of  the  old  ones, 
which  by  a provision  of  law  had  forfeited  all  right  to  hold  meetings 
or  do  any  Masonic  work,  have  had  their  charters  restored  and  again 
enlisted  under  our  banner. 

I have  felt  compelled  in  my  opinion,  for  the  good  of  ^lasonry,  to 
discourage  the  organization  of  certain  new  Lodges.  My  strongest 
efforts  have  been  in  the  direction  of  the  revival  of  such  of  the  old 
Lodges  as  give  promise  of  satisfactory  work,  believing  that  from 
this  course,  rather  than  the  other,  would  accrue  the  best  results  to 
the  Order. 

I note  with  pleasure  among  the  recent  accessions  to  our  ranks,  a 
number  of  young  men  of  intelligence  and  high  character.  With 
open  arms  we  welcome  them,  and  bid  them  God  speed  in  the  grand 
work  upon  which  they  have  entered.  Wherever  this  young  blood 
is  infused  into  the  body  of  Masonry,  I predict  for  the  Lodges  an  era 
of  increased  prosperit}-  and  snccess. 

NECROLOGY. 

Official  communications  have  reached  me  conveying  the  sad  intel- 
ligence of  the  death  of  the  follownng  distinguished  Masons  in  other 
Grandjurisdictions.  Their  ■'  weary  feet  have  at  last  come  to  the  end 
of  their  toilsome  journey,”  and,  we  trust,  are  now  at  rest  be^'ond 
the  River  of  Death,  in  the  bright  realms  of  bliss  and  glor^^: 

R.  W.  Charles  Moore  Godfrey,  Past  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  died  May  8th,  1895,  aged  78  j^ears. 

R.  W.  William  Brj-an  Isaacs,  Grand  Secretar}'  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Virginia,  passed  from  labor  to  refreshments  at  his  home  in  the 
city  of  Richmond,  on  the  9th  day  of  June,  1895,  fnll  of  years  and 
full  of  honors,  well  earned  and  most  worthily  worn. 

M.  W.  Richard  Owen  Hickman,  Past  Grand  IMaster  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  IMontana,  died  at  Chicago,  July  20th,  1895,  aged  64  years. 

M.  W.  Stephen  Fowler  Chadwick,  Grand  Secretary  and  Past  Grand 
Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Oregon,  departed  this  life  at  his 
home  in  the  city  of  Salem,  January  15th,  1895,  aged  70  years. 

W.  Charles  L.  Fuller,  Grand  Tiler  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Tennes- 
see, received  the  final  summons  on  the  23d  day  of  March,  1895,  at 
his  home  in  the  city  of  Nashville. 

M.  W.  John  Clark  Bazlett,  Grand  IMaster  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Nevada,  died  at  his  home  in  the  city  of  Dayton,  October  3d,  1895, 
aged  67  years. 
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M . W.  Michael  Shoemaker,  Past  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Michigan,  died  at  his  home  in  the  city  of  Jackson,  November 
joth,  1895,  aged  77  years. 

OUR  PRATFRNAI,  DEAD. 

'file  Angel  of  Death  did  not  pass  us  by.  Our  own  Jurisdiction 
is  sadly  bereaved  in  the  death  of  dearly  beloved  members  of  the  Or- 
der, upon  whose  lips  is  set  the  seal  of  eternal  silence.  We  shall 
miss  these  bright  links  from  our  golden  chain.  With  unaffected  sor- 
row we  mourn  the  loss  of  those  on  whose  “ honored  shoulders  rested 
the  purple  of  our  fraternity.  ’ ’ Past  Grand  Masters  Alonzo  Thomas 
Jerkins  and  George  Washington  Blount,  have  finished  their  work 
on  earth  and  been  summoned  to  the  Great  Grand  Lodge  on  Pligh,  to 
enter  upon  the  reward  of  their  faithful  labors.  Brother  Jerkins  died 
at  his  home  in  the  city  of  Newbern,  on  the  7th  day  of  April,  1895, 
at  the  advanced  age  of  87  years.  He  was  a most  enthusiastic  Ma- 
son, and  enjoyed  the  high  distinction  of  having  been  elected  Grand 
Master  three  times  in  succession.  In  every  avenue  of  life,  and  every 
position  to  which  he  was  called,  he  was  true  and  faithful  to  his  trust. 
In  the  beautiful  words  of  a friend,  writing  of  his  death: 

“ Whj'  weep  then  for  him,  who  having  run 
The  bound  of  man’s  appointed  years,  at  last, 

Life’s  blessings  all  enjoyed,  life’s  labors  done, 

Serenely  to  his  final  rest  has  passed, 

While  the  soft  memory  of  his  virtues  yet 

Lingers  like  twilight  hues  when  the  bright  sun  has  set.’’ 

Brother  Blount  passed  away  suddenly  at  his  residence  in  the  town 
of  Wilson,  on  the  28th  day  of  November,  1895,  aged  59  years.  He 
was  a man  of  great  purity  of  heart;  a Mason  who  kept  himself  un- 
spotted from  the  world;  was  kind,  gentle  and  above  all  reproach. 
His  deeds  of  charity  and  pure  beneficence  were  prominent  among 
the  many  Christian  graces  which  beautified  and  adorned  his  charac- 
ter. He  had  been  highly  honored  in  life,  and  died  greatly  beloved 
by  the  Masons  of  North  Carolina.  “We  can  cheerfully  leave  him 
in  the  hands  of  a Being  who  has  done  all  things  well,  for  we  know 
that  an  angel’s  arm  can’t  snatch  him  from  the  grave,  and  legions 
of  angels  can’t  confine  him  there.’’

DISPENSATIONS  TO  ORGANIZE  NEW  LODGES. 

Upon  the  receipt  of  petitions  in  proper  form,  signed  by  a consti- 
tutional number  of  Masons,  and  after  diligent  inquiry  into  all  the 
facts  bearing  upon  each  case,  I issued  dispensations  to  organize  the 
following  new  Lodges : Scotland  Neck,  at  Scotland  Neck,  Halifax 
County;  Sonoma,  at  Sonoma,  Haywood  County;  Eagle  Springs,  at 
Eagle  Springs,  Moore  County;  Rainbow,  at  Arapahoe,  Pamlico 
County;  Griniesland,  at  Grimesland,  Pitt  Count}^ ; Lexington,  at 
Lexington,  Davidson  County;  Union, at  Olive  Branch, Union  County. 
In  the  case  of  Union  Lodge,  I restored  dispensation  issued  by  Past 
Grand  Master  Smith,  the  fee  for  same  being  paid  at  the  time,  but 
the  Lodge  was  never  chartered,  and  stopped  work  two  or  three  years 
ago. 

DISPENSATIONS  TO  RESTORE  CHARTERS. 

Satisfactory-  explanations  being  made  by  the  brethren,  the  charters 
of  the  following  Lodges,  which,  under  the  law  were  forfeited,  have 
been  restored,  with  good  prospects  for  better  work  and  increased  use- 
fulness to  the  Order  in  the  future.  We  extend  the  right  hand  of 
fellowshiiD,  and  cangratulate  them  upon  their  return  to  the  Masonic 
fold:

SPECIAL  DISPENSATIONS. 

special  dispensations  have  been  issued,  authorizing  several  Lodges 
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to  elect  their  officers,  the  constitutional  time  for  holding  said  elec- 
tions having  passed. 

In  the  case  of  the  death  of  a worthy  young  brother,  who  was  not 
a member  of  any  Lodge,  I felt  it  my  duty  to  exercise  the  prerogative 
conferred  upon  me  a Grand  Master  and  permit  his  burial  with 
Masonic  honors.  Having  diniited  from  his  Lodge  with  no  purpose 
whatever  of  becoming  a non-afhliated  Mason,  he  at  once  petitioned 
a Lodge  more  convenient  to  his  place  of  residence,  but  before  the 
expiration  of  the  time  required  by  law  for  said  Lodge  to  act  on  his 
application  for  membership,  he  was  taken  sick  and  died.  I was 
informed  that  his  withdrawal,  petition  and  death  all  accrued  in  less 
than  two  weeks. 

In  granting  this  dispensation,  I was  prompted  only  by  a desire 
to  uphold  the  honor  of  Masonry,  and  maintain  the  true  spirit  of  the 
Order.  I trust  it  will  be  the  pleasure  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  endorse 
my  action  in  the  matter. 

I regret  having  been  placed  under  the  necessity  of  refusing  to 
grant  dispensations  to  ballot  on  petitions  in  less  than  the  statutory 
time,  and  confer  the  degrees  without  due  proficiency  on  the  part  of 
the  candidates.  In  these  cases  I was  unable  to  see  that  the  good  of 
Masonry'  demanded  the  suspension  of  a law  so  important  to  the 
Craft,  or  that  any  emergency  existed  requiring  the  same.  The 
power  to  temporarilj'  set  aside  a plain  provision  of  law,  which  is 
supposed  to  be  vested  in  the  Grand  Master,  should,  in  my  opinion, 
be  guarded  with  zealous  care,  and  exercised  with  extreme  caution. 

DECISIONS. 

Very  few  of  the  decisions,  involving  points  of  Masonic  law, 
which  I have  been  called  upon  to  make  during  the  year,  are  deemed 
of  sufficient  importance  to  submit  for  the  consideration  of  the 
Grand  Lodge.  In  a majority  of  cases  unnecessary  correspondence 
could  have  been  avoided  by  simply  consulting  the  Code,  which 
should  be  more  carefully  read  and  studied  by  the  officers  of  our 
Lodges.  The  following  are  the  only  ones  to  which  I wish  to  direct 
your  attention : 

A Lodge  cannot  try  its  Master,  and  charges  having  been  preferred 
against  him  by  a member  and  spread  upon  the  minutes,  I ordered 
the  same  to  be  expunged  from  the  record,  the  matter  in  controversy 
having  been  settled  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 
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Dimitted  Masons  and  members  of  lodges  which  have  forfeited 
their  charters  are  on  the  same  footing,  and  have  no  right  to  visit  a 
lodge. 

Business  affecting  the  general  interests  of  the  craft  should  prop- 
erly be  transacted  at  a regular  communication  of  the  lodge. 

A man  who  has  had  white  swelling,  one  leg  being  shorter  than 
the  other,  is  elligible  to  be  made  a Mason,  it  appearing  that  he  is 
in  sound  health  and  has  good  means  of  support. 

A majority  of  the  members  present,  and  not  of  those  voting,  was 
necessary  to  elect  the  Treasurer  of  Tabasco  Lodge,  the  same  being 
a matter  of  controversy  among  the  members. 

Having  been  officially  requested  to  construe  the  words  ‘ ‘ due  pro- 
ficiency, ” in  the  law  relating  to  the  advancement  of  candidates,  in 
order  to  establish  a uniform  practice  in  all  the  lodges  regarding  the 
same,  which  at  present  does  not  exist,  I decided  as  I believed  for 
the  good  of  the  Order,  that  candidates  before  advancement  should 
be  proficient  in  all  of  the  first  section  of  the  preceding  degree. 

APPEALS  FOR  ASSISTANCE. 

While  I have  not  entirely  escaped  the  difficulties  experienced  by 
my  predecessors  in  dealing  with  this  important  subject,  I feel  that 
to  some  extent  I have  been  able  to  do  so.  After  mature  reflection, 
I prepared  and  had  printed  a circular  containing  a number  of  ques- 
tions, a copy  of  which  was  sent  to  the  Master  of  every  Lodge  from 
which  an  appeal  for  assistance  has  been  received,  with  the  request 
that  he  answ^er  and  return  the  same.  This  circular  was  submitted 
to  Bro.  Drewr}^  and  other  intelligent  Masons  and  heartily  endorsed 
by  them.  My  purpose  was  to  obtain  as  far  as  possible  all  the  facts 
in  each  case,  and  in  every  decision  made  the  claims  of  the  order 
and  the  alleged  distressed  brother  have  alike  received  my  careful 
attention.  To  show  the  importance  of  the  circular,  the  answer 
given  by  a Master  of  a Lodge  to  the  last  question,  ‘ ‘ Do  you  unquali- 
fiedly and  unreservedly  recommend  this  appeal  in  every  particular, 
and  think  it  a proper  one  to  be  sent  out  to  the  Craft,  ” was,  “ I do 
not.”  In  another  instance  the  answer  given  was,  ‘‘  Yes,  to  some 
extent.  ” 

I wish  in  no  way  to  criticise  or  reflect  upon  these  brethren.  They 
did,  I am  sure,  what  they  honestly  believed  to  be  right,  but  I could 
not  approve  these  appeals,  as  it  was  my  pleasure  to  do  in  some 
cases. 
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OFFICIAL  VISITATIONS. 

The  few  visitations  I have  had  the  honor  to  make  were  greatly 
enjoyed  and,  I trust,  were  not  entirely  barren  of  good  results  to  the 
Order.  It  gave  me  pleasure  to  be  with  Bro.  Lawrence  and  the  sing- 
ing class  in  August  last  at  iMocksville,  Salisbury  and  Morganton. 
I was  charmed  with  the  admirable  manner  in  which  the  children 
acquitted  themselves,  and  the  deep  interest  manifested  by  the  breth- 
ren at  each  place.  By  this  short  trip,  which  included  Wilkesboro, 
I received  an  insight  into  Masonry  in  the  West,  which  impressed 
me  in  the  most  favorable  manner.  A bright  glimpse  was  afforded 
me  of  Masonry  in  the  East  by  attending  a meeting  of  Skewarkee 
Lodge  No.  90  on  December  3d.  More  than  a hundred  Mason  rep- 
resentating  nine  different  Lodges  were  present.  The  brethren  at 
Williamston  have  an  elegant  new  Hall,  and  the  work  is  done  in  a 
manner  which  I have  never  seen  excelled. 

ORPHAN  ASYLUM. 

The  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum  is  the  all-absorbing  and  overshadow- 
ing object  in  which  is  centered  the  hopes,  the  aspirations,  and  the 
pride  of  the  masonic  order  in  North  Carolina.  It  is  the  master 
jiiece  among  all  the  beautiful  handiwork  wrought  by  our  noble 
Craft,  and  strikingly  exemptiiies  the  grand  principles  of  our  be- 
loved Order.  May  the  God  of  the  Orphan  long  preserve  those  build- 
ings from  decay,  protect  them  from  the  ravages  of  war,  the  wild 
fury  of  the  storm  king,  and  the  desecrating  touch  of  vandal  hands. 
May  this  noble  institution  long  remain  what  it  is  to-day,  a pleas- 
ant, comfortable  home  for  the  destitute  children  of  our  State,  a safe 
retreat  from  the  vice,  the  suffering,  and  oppression  of  a cold  and 
friendless  world.  In  our  dealings  with  these  helpless  little  ones, 
let  us  all  learn  from  the  legend  of  the  beautiful  hand,  familiar  to 
many,  a lesson  in  charity,  which  w’e  are  taught  extends  beyond  the 
grave  through  the  boundless  realms  of  eternity. 

“There  was  a dispnte  among  three  lovely  maidens  as  to  which 
had  the  most  beautiful  hand.  An  old  haggard  woman  passing  by 
asked,  who  will  give  me  a gift  for  I am  poor.  All  three  denied  her, 
but  another  who  sat  near  unadorned  with  flowers  gave  her  a little 
gift  and  satisfied  the  poor  woman.  She  then  asked  them  what  was 
the  dispute,  and  they  told  her,  and  lifted  up  liefore  her  their  beau- 
tiful hands.  When  they  asked  her  which  was  the  most  beautiful. 
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she  said  it  is  not  the  hand  which  is  washed  clean  in  the  brook,  it  is 
not  the  hand  that  is  tipped  with  red,  it  is  not  the  hand  that  is  gar- 
landed with  fragrant  flowers,  but  the  hand  that  gives  to  the  poor  is 
the  most  beautiful.  As  she  said  these  words,  she  was  transformed 
into  an  Angel  from  Heaven,  with  authority  to  decide  the  question 
in  dispute,  ’ ’ and  that  decision,  brother  Masons,  has  stood  the  test  of 
all  time. 

I congratulate  the  fraternity  upon  the  present  satisfactory  condi- 
tion of  affairs  at  the  Asylum,  and  the  bright  prospect  for  the  future. 
I have  carefully  inspected  every  department  of  the  institution  and 
unhesitatingly  say  that  our  excellent  Superintendent,  Bro.  Law- 
rence, is  alive  to  its  best  interests  and  doing  his  full  dut}'.  As  he 
will  present  to  the  Grand  Lodge  a detailed  report  of  the  operations 
of  the  Asylum  the  past  fiscal  year,  with  such  suggestions  as  in  his 
good  judgment  may  seem  wise  and  proper,  I refrain  from  making 
any  recommendations  touching  the  matter,  except  to  suggest  the 
propriety  and  importance  of  insuring  against  loss  from  fire  the  per- 
sonal propert}"  of  the  institution,  which,  I am  informed,  amounts 
in  value  to  ten  thousand  dollars  or  more. 

It  is  needless  to  say  that  the  loss  of  this  property  would  be  a very- 
great  calamity  from  which  we  would  not  be  able  to  recover  for  many' 
years.  It  gives  me  much  pleasure  to  state  that  the  report  of  the 
Superintendent  will  contain  a letter  from  our  generous  donor,  that 
noble  Christian  gentleman  and  true  friend  of  the  Orphan,  IMr.  B.  N. 
Duke,  of  Durham,  making  an  additional  proposition  looking  to  the 
welfare  of  the  children  at  the  Asylum,  and  the  enlarged  usefulness 
at  that  institution. 

This  proposition  should  touch  with  feelings  of  deepest  gratitude, 
the  hearts  of  the  Masons  of  North  Carolina,  and  kindle  a flame  of 
enthusiasm  in  the  ranks  of  the  Order  from  the  mountains  to  the 
seashore. 


ORPH.\N’S  FRIEND. 

This  paper  is  the  official  organ  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  a source 
of  revenue  to  the  Asylum.  I cannot  too  strongly  commend  it  to 
the  favor  of  the  Order,  and  the  people  generally.  If  every  Mason 
in  North  Carolinawere  subscribers,  our  orphan  work  would  begreatly^ 
benefitted.  And  why"  should  they  not  be  ? Let  us  reflect  a moment : 
For  one  dollar  we  get  an  excellent  paper,  nicely  printed,  and  con- 
taining each  week  interesting  matter  worthy'  to  be  introduced  into

the  most  refined  family  circle.  The  paper  is  richly  worth  the  money, 
and  in  this  way  it  really  costs  ns  nothing  to  contribute  to  the  needs 
of  our  orphan  children.  I appeal  to  the  Masons  of  the  State  to  give 
to  it  their  loyal  support.  Lotus  encourage  and  sustain  our  young 
brother,  who,  as  Editor,  is  doing  all  in  his  power  to  make  it  a suc- 
cess. If  necessary,  we  .should  not  hesitate  to  discontinue  some  other 
paper,  but  let  us  never  desert  or  laj^  aside  our  own.  I am  proud  of 
the  Orphans'  Friend.  It  is  a credit  to  the  order,  and  by  united 
effort  can  be  made  a potent  factor  for  good  to  the  Asylum. 

SPECIAL  COMMUNICATIONS. 

Five  special  communications  of  the  Grand  Lodge  were  held  the 
past  year  as  follows  : February  7th,  at  Raleigh,  to  lay  the  corner- 

stone of  a monument  erected  by  his  admiring  friends  in  honor  of 
our  late  brother,  Col.  Leonidas  L.  Folk,  at  which  it  was  my  pleas- 
ure to  be  present.  June  25th,  at  Oxford,  to  celebrate  St.  John ’s  Day, 
in  connection  with  the  usual  interesting  ceremonies  at  the  Asylum. 
(I  strongly  recommend  the  continuance  of  this  custom,  which  is 
rapidly  growing  in  interest;  these  occasions  are  not  only  pleasant 
for  the  children  and  delightful  for  the  Masons  and  their  friends, 
but  are  profitable  both  to  the  Asylum  and  the  Order  at  large.)  Oc- 
tober 3d,  at  Hebron  M.  E.  Church,  in  Gates  county,  to  lay  the  cor- 
ner-stone of  said  church.  Bro.  W.  T.  Cross,  of  Gatesville  Lodge 
No.  126,  acting  by  appointment  as  Grand  Master.  October  19th, 
at  Smithfield,  Johnston  county,  to  lay  the  corner-stone  of  the  New 
Methodist  church,  at  which  I had  the  pleasure  to  officiate.  Decem- 
ber 5th,  at  Raleigh,  to  consider  the  question  of  incorporating  the 
Oxford  Orphan  Asylum.  The  heirs  of  the  late  J.  A.  Bradley,  of 
California,  who  kindly  gave  to  the  Asylum  the  Minneapolis  prop- 
erty, having  commenced  a suit  to  set  aside  our  deed,  and  the  time 
to  make  answer  to  their  complaint  being  limited  to  January  ist,  I 
was  advised  by  the  counsel  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  Past  Grand  Master 
F.  H.  Busbee,  in  which  Bro.  Walter  Clark  and  our  attorney  in  Min- 
nesota, Mr.  Munro,  fully  concurred,  that  it  was  important  to  show 
in  said  answer  that  the  Asylum  was  a corporate  body.  Of  those 
who  opposed  the  proposition  at  the  last  Grand  Lodge,  brothers 
Francis  D.  Winston  and  David  Bell  were  present,  and  stated  that 
there  could  be  no  objection  to  the  articles  of  incorporation  presented 
by  brother  Busbee,  which  were  read,  and  after  discussion  unani- 
mously adopted.  The  Grand  Lodge  is  given  forty-fiftieths  of  the 
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control,  and  all  the  Directors  being  named  as  corporators,  who  will 
continue  to  be  elected,  as  heretofore,  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  it  does 
not  appear  that  any  harm  can  possibly  come  to  the  Asylum. 

In  view  of  the  near  approach  of  our  regular  communication,  I 
regretted  the  emergencj^  which  made  it  necessary'  for  me  to  take 
this  action,  but  I could  not  assume  the  responsibility  of  refusing  to 
do  so,  when  advised  that  the  important  business  for  which  it  was 
called  could  not  with  safety’  be  delay^ed. 

CIRCULAR  LETTERS. 

Believing  it  to  be  on  the  line  of  my  duty  as  Grand  Master,  the 
following  circular  letters  were  sent  out  to  the  Craft  during  the  y^ear  : 
April  15,  calling  attention  to  the  amount  of  money  necessary’  to  be 
raised  in  order  to  avail  ourselves  of  the  munificent  offer  of  ]Mr.  B. 
N.  Duke.  May’  17,  requesting  the  Lodges  to  send  representatives 
to  the  special  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  held  at  Oxford 
June  25th.  September  19,  expressing  regret  that  the  w’ork  of  Ma- 
sonry is  retarded  in  some  of  our  Lodges  on  account  of  apathy’  among 
the  members,  due  to  a lack  of  interest,  and  suggesting  what  I con- 
ceived to  be  a remedy  for  the  same.  November  12,  urging  the  Lodges 
to  make  a special  effort  to  increase  the  usual  Thanksgiving  contri- 
butions to  the  Orphan  Asydum. 

RECOMJIEND.'VTIONS. 

I am  in  receipt  of  a communication  from  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge 
of  Colorado,  relating  to  a proper  memorial  obser\^ance  of  the  Cen- 
tennial of  the  death  of  our  illustrious  Brother  George  Washington, 
which  took  place  on  the  14th  day’  of  December,  1799;  also  a cour- 
teous letter  from  R.  W^.  Theodore  S.  Parvin,  Grand  Secretary  of  the 
M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa,  requesting  that  we  reprint  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Grand  Lodges  and  brethren  of  the  country,  the  Pro- 
ceedings of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  from  its  reorgani- 
zation in  1787  to  as  late  a period  as  practicable.  I recommend  that 
these  matters,  which  are  fully’  explained  in  the  correspondence 
herewith  submitted,  be  considered  and  some  action  taken  thereon. 

It  is  believed  by’  some  intelligent  members  of  the  Order  that  it 
would  be  wise  to  encourage  and  aid  the  ladies  of  our  masonic  fami- 
lies in  organizing  Eastern  Star  Chapters,  not  only’  for  the  pleasure 
and  protection  it  would  afford  them,  but  because  of  the  valuable 
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assistance  they  could  render  us,  from  the  increased  interest  they 
would  naturall}'  feel  in  our  orphan  work. 

I submit  the  question  for  your  consideration,  and  recommend 
that  there  be  an  expression  of  opinion  on  the  subject. 

I heartih^  endorse  and  recommend  that  our  Lodges  follow  the 
example  of  the  Ijrethren  at  Mocksville,  Wilkesboro,  Albemarle, 
Moyton  and  other  places,  in  holding  pic-nics  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Orphan  As3-luni.  Wherever  tried,  this  most  pleasant  way  of  rais- 
ing funds  for  that  institution  has  been  a decided  siiccess. 

CONCLUSION. 

Having  presented  jmu  a full  and  correct  statement  of  the  duties 
which  devoled  upon  me  as  the  head  of  the  Order  the  past  year,  with 
the  hope  that  the  same  may  meet  jmnr  fraternal  approbation,  per- 
mit me  now  to  thank  you  most  sincerely  for  the  courtesy  and  kind- 
ness you  have  at  all  times  extended  me,  and  for  your  valuable  aid 
in  my  humble  efforts  to  advance  the  cause  of  our  noble  Order. 

The  intimate  relations  with  the  Craft,  which  I have  had  the  pleas- 
ure and  honor  to  enjoy,  have  deeply  impressed  me  with  the  grand 
possibilities  of  masonrj'  for  good  in  the  world,  but  I realize  that 
difficulties  confront  us  which  must  be  removed  before  we  can  hope 
to  attain  that  measure  of  success  which  we  so  much  desire.  To  my 
mind,  the  great  need  of  the  Order  to-day  is  more  light  in  Masonr^q 
also  a firm,  strict  and  business-like  way  of  dealing  with  the  impor- 
tant matter  of  Lodge  dues;  a careful  watch  at  the  entrance  to  our 
Lodges,  together  with  a faithful  performance  of  duty  by  committees 
of  investigation,  and,  if  possible,  the  adoption  of  some  regulation 
requiring  our  candidates,  before  admission  to  full  fellowship  in 
their  Lodges,  to  show  at  least  as  much  proficiency  in  the  Third  as 
in  the  two  preceding  degrees.  It  is  an  incontrovertible  proposition 
that  we  can  never  become  much  interested  in  any  subject  about 
which  we  know  comparatively  little.  The  diligent  students  of  ma- 
sonrjq  those  who  dig  deep  down  in  the  rich  mines  of  the  Order, 
are  rewarded  with  manj^  bright  gems  of  Masonic  truth  and  knowl- 
edge, and  enjoj'  a high  conception  of  the  sublime  principles  of  our 
time-honored  institution.  It  has  been  said  that  we  need  to  culti- 
vate every  influence  which  tends  to  assist  us  in  the  contemplation 
of  the  beautiful  and  true. 

In  the  prosecution  of  this  noble  purpose,  we  can  find  no  field, 
brethren,  more  inviting,  none  where  the  sweet  flowers  of  “Faith, 
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Hope  and  Charity  ” grow  more  luxuriantly  than  that  which  Mas- 
onry offers.  Here  we  learn  lessons  of  virtue,  truth  and  devotion  to 
principle,  lessons  of  firmness  and  integrit}^  of  faith  in  the  resur- 
rection of  the  body  and  the  immortality  of  the  soul,  lessons  which 
point  us  to  the  path  that  leads  to  Heaven  and  to  God.  If  we  learn 
well  these  beautiful  lessons,  when  at  last  the  “silver  cord  is  loosed 
and  the  golden  bowl  is  broken,”  when  our  life’s  sun  shall  set,  it 
will  be  but  to  rise  again  in  greater  splendor  and  forever  shine  amid 
the  grandeur  and  glory  of  the  eternal  world. 

If  in  this  life  we  would  be  faithful  to  our  trust  and  live  up  to  the 
full  measure  of  our  duty  as  Masons,  let  us  take  for  our  chart  the 
four  cardinal  virtues : Temperance,  Fortitude,  Prudence  and  Justice, 
and  to  these  add  the  five  points  of  fellowship,  which  contain  the 
very  essence  of  Masonry  and  beautifully  illustrate  the  true  doctrine 
and  tenets  of  the  Order.  The}^  will  lead  us  in  the  right  wa}^  and 
teach  us  the  important  duties  we  owe  one  to  another.  They  are  the 
five  golden  lamps  that  never  go  out,  but  are  always  burning  in  our 
Mystic  Temple,  gilding  with  rays  of  dazzling  light  its  massive  pil- 
lars, and  adding  increased  grandeur  and  magnificence  to  its  beauti- 
ful proportions.  Thej^  are  the  bright  cluster  of  stars  that  sparkle 
and  shine  with  purest  light  in  the  firmament  of  IMasonry,  giving 
hope  and  good  cheer  to  a disconsolate  brother  in  the  darkest  night 
of  adversity  and  sorrow.  Let  us  follow  their  precepts  and  practice 
their  teachings,  and  the  beautiful  white  doves  of  friendship  and 
brotherly  love  will  come  to  our  meeting  places,  fly  through  the 
windows  of  our  lodge  rooms  and  perch  upon  oi;r  altars,  while  all 
within  will  be  peaceful,  harmonious  and  serene. 

As  we  are  now  about  to  enter  upon  the  work  of  this  Grand  Com- 
munication, let  us  look  first  to  the  City  of  Light,  where  reigneth 
the  Judge  Supreme,  from  whom  cometh  our  help,  and  most  earn- 
estly beseech  His  divine  assistance  in  the  discharge  of  all  our 
duties.  “ May  we  have  wisdom  from  on  high  to  direct  us,  strength 
commensurate  with  our  task  to  support  us,  and  the  beauty  of  holi- 
ness to  adorn  and  render  all  our  performances  acceptable  in  His 
sight.  ”

The  insurance  on  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum  buildings,  to  the 
amount  of  fourteen  thousand  eight  hundred  dollars,  and  the  con- 
tents of  the  Grand  Secretary’s  office,  to  the  amount  of  one  thoirsand 
dollars,  has  been  continued. 

The  legacy  of  one  thousand  dollars  to  the  Orphan  Asyltrm,  by 
the  late  Hon.  B.  F.  Moore,  is  in  the  same  condition  in  which  it  has 
been  for  a number  of  years,  viz.,  upon  bond  and  mortgage,  upon 
which  the  interest  has  been  promptly  paid  and  the  amount  turned 
over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Orphan  Asylum.

GRAND  SECRETARY’S  REPORT. 

The  Grand  Secretary  presented  the  following  report, 
which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee  : 

To  the  Most  Wo)  shipful  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  : 

When  elected  to  the  responsible  position  of  Grand  Secretary,  at 
your  last  Annual  Communication  by  such  a flattering  vote,  it  was 
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with  much  fear  and  misgivings  that  I accepted  the  honor  so  gener- 
ously conferred.  That  was  one  of  the  proudest  moments  of  my  life, 
and  at  that  time,  when  my  heart  was  full  of  love  and  gratitude  for 
that  splendid  manifestation  of  your  confidence,  I accepted  the  office, 
and  promised,  with  God’s  assistance,  to  render  the  very  best  service 
which  my  humble  abilities  would  perform.  That  little  faithful 
monitor,  the  conscience,  which  stands  guard  within  the  bosom  of 
every  human  breast,  tells  me  that  I have  kept  my  promise,  and 
whether  or  not  my  abilities  have  irroduced  that  high  standard  of 
efficiency  and  general  satisfaction  so  earnestly  desired,  is  a matter 
for  future  determination.  I have  endeavored  to  conduct  the  affairs 
of  this  office  upon  strictly  business  principles.  I have  answered 
promptly  every  communication  of  whatever  nature  addressed  to  me 
as  Grand  Secretary,  and  while  I may  have,  in  some  instances,  felt 
called  upon  to  admonish  with  candor,  I have  always  striven  to  show 
that  refined  courtesy  and  brotherly  love  which  should  ever  character- 
ize one  in  this  position.

The  above  figures  are  largely  estimated,  as  I regret  to  say  some 
of  the  Dodges  have  not  been  as  prompt  in  sending  in  their  returns 
as  they  should  have  been. 

EIBR.\RY. 

A good  number  of  bound  volumes  have  been  added  to  the  Dibrary 
during  the  past  year,  and  I have  endeavored  to  give  as  much  atten- 
tion to  this  matter  as  I could.  This  property  is  growing  in  value 
each  year,  and  is  becoming  more  and  more  extensive,  and  would 
materiall}^  increase  both  in  attractiveness  and  value,  provided  it  re- 
ceived more  consideration,  and  I therefore  recommend  that  some 
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suitable  person  be  appointed  by  the  Grand  Master  each  year,  at  a 
small  nominal  salary,  to  be  fixed  by  this  Grand  Body,  who  shall 
take  this  matter  in  charge  and  give  it  the  attention  which  it  deserves. 

CODE  REVISION. 

The  supply  of  Masonic  Codes,  which  was  published  in  1892,  is 
about  exhausted,  as  only  about  thirty-five  copies  remain  on  hand. 
The  new  Lodges,  which  will  be  chartered  at  this  session  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  will  nearly  consume  this  number.  I,  therefore,  rec- 
ommend the  appointment  of  a committee  of  three  with  power  to 
act,  who  will  give  this  matter  due  consideration  and  revise  the  Code 
to  date,  and  have  a sufficient  number  printed  to  meet  the  demand. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  Grand  Secretary  was,  by  a resolution,  appointed  at  the  last 
session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  a committee  to  correspond  with  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts  with  a view  to  ascertain  the  date  of 
the  institution  of  the  Lodge  at  Crown  Point,  in  Pitt  county,  N.  C. 
Soon  after  the  close  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  I addressed  a communica- 
tion to  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary  Nickerson,  and  on  June  21st  re- 
ceived the  following  reply  which  explains  itself: 

Masonic  Temple,  Boston,  June  21,  1895. 
John  C.  Drewry,  Esq.,  Grand  Secretary  : 

Dear  Sir  and  R.  W.  Bro.: — Enclosed  I send  jmu  a verbatim 
copy  of  all  that  our  Grand  Lodge  records  contain  in  regard  to  the 
early  histor}'  of  Masonry  in  North  Carolina,  so  far  as  my  know- 
ledge extends  at  present.  I should  have  sent  it  before,  but  for  the 
fact  that  I have  been  overwhelmed  with  work  for  several  months 
past,  much  of  it  of  a similar  character  to  this  work,  that  must  be 
carefully  done  and  that  takes  a great  deal  of  time.

The  first  intimation  our  records  give  in  regard  to  Masonry  in 
North  Carolina  appears  in  the  Record  of  “the  Grand  Lodge  or 
Quarterly  Communication  held  at  the  Royal  Exchange  Tavern  in 
Boston,  on  Friday,  24th  of  October,  5766.’’ 

A list  of  Lodges,  under  the  jurisdiction  is  given,  including  sev- 
eral not  before  mentioned.  Among  these  is  “Pitt  County,  North 
Carolina  Lodge.”  “No  persons  appeared  for  those  Lodges.” 
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In  the  Record  of  the  Communication  held  on  the  23rd  of  January, 
5767,  the  Lodge  is  named  again,  in  the  some  way.  Same,  April 
24th,  5767. 

The  following  letter  appears  in  full  between  the  records  of  Special 
Communications  held  vSeptember  4th  and  September  nth,  5767,  the 
latter  to  arrange  for  the  funeral  of  the  Grand  Master,  Jeremy  Gridley: 

“ To  Mr.  Abraham  Savage,  Grand  Secretary  of  all  the  Lodges  of  Free 
a)id  Accepted  Masons  in  Noiih  America,  and  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
in  Boston  : 

“We,  the  brethren  of  the  first  Lodge  in  Pitt  county.  North  Caro- 
lina, send  the  following  list  of  officers  elected  at  the  Annual  Feast 
of  St.  John’s,  from  the  time  of  our  first  meeting  to  June  24th,  1767, 
and  of  members  who  signed  the  by-laws  under  the  sanction  of  a 
warrant  granted  by  the  Right  Worshipful  Jeremiah  Gridley,  Esq., 
Grand  Master  of  North  America,  viz. :

“At  a quarterly  communication  held  at  the  Bunch  of  Grapes  Tavern, 
in  Boston,  on  Friday,  October  23d,  5767,  Henry  Price,  Past  Prov- 
incial Grand  Master,  resumed  the  chair  made  vacant  by  the  death 
of  Jeremy  Gridley.  He  confirmed  all  the  Grand  officers  (for  the 
remainder  of  the  year)  now  in  place  in  their  several  stations.  Also 
directed  that  a deputation  for  Mr.  Thomas  Cooper,  Master  of  Pitt 
County  Lodge,  in  North  Carolina,  be  made  out  for  him  as  Deputy 
Grand  Master  for  North  Carolina. 

“N.  B. — The  several  Lodges  within  this  Jurisdiction  were  called 
over  (see  a list  p.  138),  when  no  person  appeared  for  any  of  them.” 
The  Pitt  County  Lodge  is  named  in  the  list. 

The  deputation  of  Brother  Cooper  is  set  forth  in  full  in  the 
Record,  as  follows  ;

“ To  all  and  every,  otir  Right  Worshipful  and  loving  Brethre7i  {Free 
and  A'-cepted  Maso?is),  noiv  residing  or  that  may  hereafter  I'eside 
in  the  Province  of  North  Carolina:  We.  Henry  Pidce.  Esqr..  Grand 
Master  of  the  Ancient  and  Honourable  Society  of  Free  a?id  Ac- 
cepted Masons  of  all  such  places  in  North  America  where  710  other 
Gra7id  Master  is  appointed,  send  Greeting  : 

“Whereas,  Our  Right  Worshipful  and  Loving  Brother,  Mr. 
Thomas  Cooper,  of  Pitt  County,  in  the  Province  aforesaid,  Mer- 
chant ; obtain’d  of  the  late  Right  Worshipful  Jeremy  Gridle}',  Esqr., 
Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  North  America,  our  Most  Worthy  Pre- 
decessor, a Deputation  to  be  Master  of  a Lodge  of  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons  in  Pitt  county  aforesaid,  and  whereas  our  said  Brother 
Cooper  did,  (since  he  obtain’d  the  said  Deputation)  represent  to  our 
said  Predecessor,  that  by  reason  of  the  great  distance  of  some  of 
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the  Brethren’s  abode  from  the  place  of  their  usual  Assembling  in 
Pitt  county  aforesaid,  their  Attendance  on  Lodges  was  very  incon- 
venient and  troublesome  to  those  members,  and  the  business  of 
Masonry  could  not  be  carried  on  with  that  Regularity  and  certainty 
that  it  otherwise  would. 

‘ ‘ For  the  remedy  of  these  inconveniences.  Now  therefore  Know  ye. 
That  by  Virtue  of  the  Power  and  Authority  committed  to  us  by  the 
Right  Honourable  and  Right  Worshipful  Anthony,  Lord  Viscount 
IMontague,  Grand  Master  of  Masons,  Do  hereby  nominate.  Appoint 
and  Authorize,  our  said  Right  Worshipful  Brother,  Thomas  Cooper, 
to  be  our  Deputy  Grand  Master  within  the  Province  of  North  Caro- 
lina aforesaid,  and  do  impower  him  to  congregate  all  the  Brethren 
that  at  present  reside  (or  may  hereafter  reside)  in  said  Province, 
into  one  or  more  Lodges,  as  he  may  think  fit,  atid  in  such  place  or 
places  within  the  same  as  shall  most  redound  to  the  general  benefit 
of  Masonr}':  Pie  taking  special  care  that  Masters,  Wardens,  and 
all  other  proper  Officers  to  a Lodge  appertaining  be  duly  chosen,  at 
their  next  Meeting  preceding  the  Feasts  of  St.  John  the  Baptist,  or 
St.  John  the  Evangelist,  or  both,  as  shall  be  most  convenient,  and 
so  on  Annually.  Also  that  no  Person  be  admitted  into  any  Lodge 
within  this  Deputation  at  any  time,  but  regular  made  Masons. 
And  that  all  and  every  the  regulations  contained  in  the  Printed 
Book  of  Constitutions,  (except  so  far  as  they  have  been  altered  by 
the  Grand  Lodge  in  London)  be  kept  and  observed;  with  such  other 
instructions  as  may  be  transmitted  by  us  to  our  Successors.  That 
an  Account  in  writing  be  annually  sent  to  us,  our  Successors  or  our 
Deputys,  of  the  Names  of  the  Members  of  the  Lodge  or  Lodges, 
and  their  place  of  abode,  with  the  days  and  places  of  their  meeting, 
with  any  other  Things  that  may  be  for  the  Benefit  of  Masonry  in 
those  Parts;  and  that  the  Feasts  of  vSt.  John  the  Baptist,  or  St.  John 
the  Evangelist,  be  kept  yearly,  and  Dine  together  on  those  Da}’s, 
or  as  near  them  as  may  be.  That  for  each  Lodge  constituted  b}? 
him,  he  is  to  Remit  to  the  Grand  Secretary  in  this  place,  three 
guineas  and  one  half,  two  of  which  is  for  Registering  them  here. 
Lastly,  a Charitable  Fund  must  be  established  for  the  Relief  of 
Poor  distress’d  Brothers  in  those  Parts,  in  such  manner  as  is  prac- 
ticed elsewhere  by  Regular  Lodges. 

“Given  under  our  hand  and  the  Seal  of  Masonry  at  Boston,  in 
New  England,  the  thirtieth  Day  of  December,  Anno  Domini  One 
Thousand,  Seven  Hundred  and  Sixty  Seven,  and  of  Masonry,  Five 
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Thousand  Seven  Hundred  and  Sixty  Seven.  Witness  the  Deputy 
Grand  Master  and  Grand  Wardens,  whose  names  are  hereunto  sub- 
scribed.

In  conclusion,  I desire  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  the 
Grand  Master  and  my  associate  Grand  Ofhcers  for  the  uniform 
courtesy  and  kindness  which  they  have  shown  me  in  my  official 
position,  and  to  the  officers  of  the  subordina.te  lodges  for  the  prompt- 
ness with  which,  save  in  a few  exceptions,  the}-  have  replied  to  all 
communications  from  this  office.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  business 
has  been  depressed  below  its  normal  condition  during  the  past  year, 
the  membership  in  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  has  shown  a decided 
increase,  as  you  will  see  from  the  figures  given  above. 

And  now,  while  our  hearts  turn  in  grateful  thanksgiving  to  the 
Supreme  Being,  who  doeth  all  things  well,  who  has  preserved  our 
lives  and  greatH'  blessed  and  prospered  our  noble  Order,  there  is 
sadness  in  the  heart  and  moisture  in  the  eye  as  we  think  of  those 
who  are  not  here — those  who  have  gone  to  reap  their  reward  on 
high.  May  we  prosper  by  their  good  example  and  live  in  such  a 
way  that  we  maj^  never  be  afraid  to  .die.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS  OF 
ORPHAN  ASYLUM. 

Bro.  G.  Rosenthal,  for  tlie  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Oxford  Orphan  Asylum,  submitted  the  following  report, 
which  was  referred  to  Committee  on  Orphan  Asylum: 

To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  : 

We  herewith  submit  a report  of  the  condition  of  the  Asylum  for 
eleven  months  ending  November  30th,  1895  : 
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In  order  to  give  the  Superintendent  and  Treasurer  ample  time  to 
make  their  reports,  we  have  changed  the  fiscal  5'ear  of  the  Asylum 
from  December  31st  to  Nov.  30th,  which  is  the  cause  of  the  various 
reports  comprising  eleven  months  only.  The  receipts  of  the  gen- 
eral fund  have  not  Ijeen  as  large  as  we  had  hoped  they  would  be, 
still  it  has  been  possible  to  run  the  affairs  of  the  Asylum  on  a strict 
cash  basis,  and  we  owe  no  debts. 

We  regret  that  the  Grand  Treasurer  has  been  unable  to  pay  the 
amount  appropriated  by  5'ou,  to-wit,  thirty-five  hundred  dollars  ; 
we  have  received  only  two  thousand  dollars,  leaving  fifteen  hundred 
dollars  due.  We  trust  that  your  treasury  will  be  in  a better  condi- 
tion in  1896,  so  that  we  may  receive  the  above  amount,  and  in  ad- 
dition a generous  appropriation  for  the  current  year. 

We  regret  that  we  have  been  unable  to  sell  the  150  acres  of  land 
which  jmur  bod}^  authorized  rrs  to  do  several  r^ears  ago.  We  are  in 
hopes  that  as  times  grow  better  we  shall  be  able  to  make  an  advant- 
ageous sale. 

Among  the  improvements  made  during  the  past  eleven  months 
we  beg  to  mention  that  a large  tank,  bath  tubs  and  closets  have 
been  purchased  for  the  girl’s  building,  and  the  work  of  placing  them 
is  being  pushed  to  completion,  and  when  completed,  they  will  add 
a great  deal  to  the  comfort  of  the  inmates  of  the  building.  A line  of 
sewer-pipe  has  been  laid  from  tliis  building  to  the  branch,  and  will 
be  connected  with  the  improvements  just  mentioned. 

Our  co-Director,  Mr.  B.  N.  Duke,  who  made  such  a liberal  offer 
last  3'ear  towards  the  erection  of  new  biiildings,  has  extended  it  for 
the  j'ear  1896,  in  case  the  Masons  have  not  succeeded  in  raising 
the  $5,000  upon  which  his  offer  was  based,  and  at  the  same  time  he 
has  made  a second  one,  for  particiilars  of  which  we  refer  you  to  his 
letter  to  our  worthj^  Brother  Superinlendent. 

We  have  received  $390.65  from  the  property  deeded  to  the  Asylum 
b\"  the  late  Bro.  Bradley",  of  California,  and  paid  $200  of  this  for 
taxes.  This  jDroperty  is  now  in  litigation,  and  Past  Grand  Master 
F.  PI.  Busbee,  who  has  been  emploj’ed  to  defend  this  suit  in  connec- 
tion with  Mr.  ¥/eed  IMunro,  of  Minneappolis,  having  just  returned 
from  San  Francisco  and  Minneapolis,  will  explain  fully  its  status 
at  the  present  time. 

The  management  of  the  Asylum,  by  Bro.  Lawrence  and  his  as- 
sistants, has  been  eminently  successful,  and  given  perfect  satisfac- 
tion, and  we  extend  our  thanks  and  appreciation  to  him  and  them. 
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For  particulars  we  refer  you  to  the  reports  of  the  Treasurer  and 
Superintendent.

The  Board  of  Directors  having  changed  the  date  of  the  close  of  the 
fiscal  year  from  December  31st  to  November  30th,  my  report  pre- 
sents the  receipts  and  disbursements  for  eleven  months  only,  and 
for  this  reason  are  not  as  large  as  they  would  be,  had  the  change  not 
been  made.

Bro.  N.  M.  Lawrence,  Superintendent  of  the  Oxford 
Orphan  Asylum,  submitted  his  report,  whicli  was  read  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Orphan  Asylum. 

To  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum  : 
Gentlemen  : — 1 herewith  respectfully  submit  my  report  of  the 
operations  of  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum  from  January  ist,  1895, 
to  November  30th — eleven  months — the  Board  having  changed  the 
ending  of  the  fiscal  year  from  December  31st  to  November  30th  in 
order  to  conform  to  the  time  of  making  report  to  the  Governor, 
which  is  required  by  law,  and  to  give  the  Directors  more  time  to 
look  into  the  affairs  of  the  Institution.

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It  gives  me  pleasure  to  state  that  the  past  year  has  been  one  of 
marked  progress.  The  work  in  all  the  departments  has  been  car- 
ried on  with  the  utmost  harmonr-  and  enthusiasm.  I have  had  the 
earnest,  cordial  co-operation  of  ever}'  one  connected  with  the  Asy- 
lum, and  there  has  been  a steady  advance  along  all  lines. 

SHOE  DEPARTMENT. 

As  will  be  seen,  the  cost  of  this  department  is  $398.02;  this 
amount  has  shod  256  children.  When  we  send  a child  away  we 
always  give  it  a pair  of  shoes,  and  of  course  we  have  to  furnish 
shoes  to  those  coming  in.  Yet,  if  we  estimate  the  cost  by  the  aver- 
age number,  which  is  200,  we  have  the  small  sum  of  less  than  $2 
per  child  for  shoes. 

We  have  four  boys  employed  in  this  department,  who,  with  the 
help  and  direction  of  the  manager,  make  all  the  shoes  used  by  the 
children. 

THE  FARM. 

According  to  our  deeds,  we  own  242  acres  of  land.  The  orig- 
inal tract  purchased  from  E.  H.  Hicks,  by  the  Trustees  of  St.  John’s 
College,  in  1853,  contained  109  acres;  one  tract  purchased  from  R. 
O.  Gregory'  and  wife  containing  126  acres,  and  one  tract  purchased 
from  Dr.  L.  C.  Taylor  and  wife  containing  7 acres.  These  two 
last  purchases  lie  back  of  the  original  tract  in  one  body,  divided  by 
the  Oxford  & Henderson  Railroad.  After  the  wood  had  been  crrt 
off  the  land  it  was  allowed  to  grow  up,  without  use.  Thirty-five 
acres  of  this  was  cleared  last  year  and  planted  in  com,  making  an 
excellent  crop.  The  land  north  of  the  railroad  contains  some  15 
or  18  acres  of  very  fine  meadow  land,  which  is  being  cleared  to  be 
used  for  grass.  This  land  is  very  valuable  and  will  be  worth  a good 
deal  to  the  Asylum  in  a very  few  years.  We  respectfully  submit  to 
the  Board,  that  it  would,  in  our  judgment,  be  very  unwise  to  dispose 
of  any'  of  this  land.  It  will  not  be  very-  long  before  we  cannot  pos- 
sibly' do  without  it.  When  it  is  brought  trnder  cultivation  and 
set  in  grass  and  clover,  which  is  our  present  aim,  we  can  support 
with  ease,  75  to  100  head  of  cattle. 

We  have  made  sufficient  corn  to  serve  us  during  the  present  y'ear 
for  stock  and  for  bread,  and  enough  provender  for  our  cattle.  We 
have  raised  plenty  of  vegetables  for  our  own  use  and  had  an  abund- 
ance of  fruit;  we  have  put  up  over  1,000  cans  for  the  winter. 
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PRINTING  DEPARTMENT. 

According  to  authority  given  us  at  the  last  Grand  Communica- 
tion, a new  outfit  of  type  was  purchased,  which  enabled  us  to  give 
to  the  Craft  a well  printed  paper  and  increase  very  largely  the  effi- 
ciency of  our  job  department.  This  was  done  at  a cost  of  about 
$800.  We  are  greatly  in  need  of  another  press  to  make  our  outfit 
complete.  Although  we  were  authorized  to  make  this  purchase, 
also,  it  was  thought  best,  in  view  of  the  new  buildings  to  be 
erected,  to  wait  a while  But  to  be  thoroughly  efficient  in  this  de- 
partment, and  in  order  to  make  it  pay  to  the  fullest  extent,  we  must 
spend  the  necessary  money  to  enable  us  to  do  any  ordinary  job 
offered  ns.  We  have  first-class  printers  in  every  respect.  Besides, 
we  keep  six  boys  at  work  in  the  office,  whose  services  might  be 
made  remunerative,  and  they  more  thoroughly  instructed  in  their 
trade. 

The  circulation  of  the  Orphans’  Friend  is  about  the  same  as  last 
3'ear,  but  the  Masons,  as  a body,  are  not  taking  the  paper.  We  are 
doing  our  best  to  give  them  a readable  jiaper — clean  and  pure — which 
ought  to  go  into  the  home  of  every  Mason  in  the  State.  A circula- 
tion of  7,000  or  8,000  would  largelj'  increase  our  advertising  jiatron- 
age  and  would  turn  in  a handsome  jirofit  to  the  Asylum. 

We  most  earnestly  request  that  our  brethren  throughout  the  State 
will  stand  by  us  and  help  to  put  this  Institution  upon  a self-support- 
ing basis.  There  is  no  greater  help  you  can  give  a man  or  an  insti- 
tution than  to  put  them  in  the  way  to  earn  their  own  living ; this  is 
practical  charity  combined  with  business,  which  brings  about  the 
best  and  most  lasting  results. 

SCHOOE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  work  done  in  this  department  has  been  exceedingly  gratify- 
ing, and  the  progress  of  the  children  has  been  very  marked.  They 
have  not  only  advanced  intellectually,  but  in  refinement  and  culture, 
and  there  is  a manifest  enthusiasm  not  only  in  their  school  work  but 
in  all  the  duties  connected  with  the  Asylum. 

We  have  been  greatly  aided  in  our  school  work  by  Dr.  Ben  K.  Hays, 
who  kindly  consented  to  deliver  a lecture  on  Physiology  once  a week 
to  the  advanced  classes.  These  lectures  have  been  a source  of  great 
benefit  and  profit  to  the  children,  and  the  doctor  informs  me  that 
the}^  are  the  brightest  class  he  has  ever  lectured  to.  As  this  has  been 
a free-will  offering  and  labor  of  love  on  the  part  of  Doctor  Hays,  we 
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beg  to  express  for  ourself  and  the  Board  our  high  appreciation  of  his 
services,  and  our  sincere  and  hearty  thanks  for  the  same. 

We  have  some  exceedingly  bright  and  ambitious  girls  who  are 
anxious  to  fit  themselves  for  higher  and  nobler  things  in  life.  We 
earnestly  appeal  to  the  directors  to  secure  for  this  Institution  two 
or  more  scholarships  in  the  Normal  and  Industrial,  or  some  of  the 
other  colleges  in  the  State,  where  the}^  can  fit  themselves  for  teachers, 
and  that  an  effort  be  made  to  raise  a sufficient  fund  to  be  loaned  such 
girls  as  may  be  found  capable  and  worthy  of  such  help. 

INDUSTRIAL  FEATURES. 

Except  that  we  have  started  in  a small  way  to  manufacture  brooms, 
having  the  machinery  alreadr^  on  hand,  the  industrial  features  are 
the  same  as  stated  in  m3’  last  report.  The  As3’lum  can  never  be  self- 
supporting  until  this  is  largely  remedied.  The  necessar3’  repairs  to 
a propert3’  of  this  character  is  necessarih’  a considerable  item  of  ex- 
pense. A workshop  established  now,  and  properl}’  equipped,  would 
be  a great  factor  in  the  work  of  the  new  buildings  soon  to  be  com- 
menced, in  largely  reducing  cost  of  same,  doing  the  double  work  of 
cheapening  the  costs  of  our  buildings  and  learning  the  bo3’S  a use- 
ful and  valuable  trade.  We  again  strongl3^  urge  the  importance  of 
this  step,  not  only  to  give  employment  to  the  bo3’s  but  as  a source 
of  money  saving  to  the  As3dum.  I am  greatlv’  in  hopes  that  some 
liberal-minded  wealthv’  man,  for  the  love  of  God  and  humanit3',  will 
give  this  needed  feature  to  the  Institution,  either  as  a memorial  build- 
ing or  in  some  other  way.  I know  of  nothing  for  which  money  could 
be  spent  to  accomplish  such  good  results. 

As  before  stated,  we  have  land  enough  to  maintain  from  75  to  100 
cows.  The  establishment  of  a Dair}’  would  be  a valuable  industrial 
feature  to  the  Institution.  There  is  nothing  more  healthy  for  chil- 
dren than  milk.  There  is  no  business  a girl  or  bo}’  could  learn  that 
would  secure  more  remunerative  wages  than  a knowledge  of  this 
kind.  More  hogs  can  be  raised,  the  fertilit}'  of  the  soil  largel3’  in- 
creased, which  add  to  the  value  of  the  propert3’  and  helps  to  make 
the  Asylum  self-sustaining. 

HOSPITAL  DEPARTMENT. 

The  death  angel  has  come  into  our  midst  and  taken  awa3^  three  of 
our  children.  Sallie  Beverly,  from  IMontgomer}’  count\’,  in  her  i8th 
year,  died  September  19th;  Simon  Burris,  from  Cabarrus  county,  in 
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his  9th  year,  October  24th;  and  Ida  Holder,  from  Sampson  county, 
in  her  iSth  j-ear,  November  26th.  These  are  the  first  deaths  which 
have  occurred  at  the  As3duni  in  more  than  two  3’ears. 

There  was  considerable  sickness  during  the  months  of  September 
and  October  which  greatly  increased  the  cost  of  this  department. 
Ever\'  child  that  is  sick  has  the  very  best  nursing  and  medical  at- 
tendance. 


IMPROVEMENTS. 

A steel  tank,  holding  4,000  gallons  of  water,  has  been  put  in  the 
top  of  the  main  tower  of  the  girls’  building,  and  water  is  now  fur- 
nished through  the  building  for  the  first  time,  thus  saving  the  girls 
from  carrying  the  water  up  three  flights  of  stairs.  Larger  pipes  have 
been  put  in  and  a larger  pump,  which  gives  us  a plentiful  supply  of 
water  all  over  the  premises.  A room  has  been  added  to  our  store- 
room, to  be  used  as  a temporary  daily  until  we  can  do  better.  Shel- 
ters to  our  barn  and  cowhouse,  for  the  protection  of  our  cattle  and 
farming  implements,  clearing  up  35  acres  of  land,  and  other  repairs, 
amounting  in  all  to  $1,356.35. 

PICNICS. 

During  the  past  year  picnics  for  the  benefit  of  the  Asylum  were 
held  in  Mooresville,  Iredell  county;  Moyton,  Wilson  county ; Albe- 
marle, Stanley  county  ; Mocksville,  Davie  count}^  and  Wilkesboro, 
in  Wilkes  county.  This  was  the  17th  year  of  the  Mocksville  picnic 
and  the  third  year  of  the  Wilkesboro.  The  other  three  were  set  on 
foot  during  the  year.  We  attended  with  a choir  of  12  children  and 
the  vocal  teacher,  Moyton,  Albemarle  and  Mocksville,  besides  visit- 
ing and  giving  concerts  in  23  other  towns  in  the  State.  In  every 
place  we  presented  the  claims  of  the  Asylum,  and  gave  information 
in  regard  to  it  to  the  people.  We  have  every  reason  to  believe 
that  much  good  has  been  accomplished  by  the  Superintendent  and 
children  coming  in  contact  with  the  people.  Wherever  these  picnics 
have  been  established  and  kept  up  Masonry  seem  to  be  flourishing 
and  growing,  and  the  interest  in  the  Asylum  very  greatly  increased. 

THANKSGIVING  AND  CHRISTMAS. 

While  the  contributions  were  not  so  large  as  last  year,  we  have 
great  cause  for  thankfulness,  and  tender  to  all  our  friends  through- 
out the  State  our  sincere  and  hearty  thanks  for  all  that  has  been  done 
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for  us.  If  our  friends  and  brethren  could  witness  the  pleasure  with 
which  a good  dinner  is  relished  by  the  children  and  hear  their  ex- 
pressions of  thankfulness,  it  would  make  their  hearts  beat  with  grat- 
itude to  Almighty  God  that  they  had  helped  to  make  them  so  happy. 

THE  DUKE  PROPOSITION. 

At  the  last  Grand  Communication  Mr.  B.  N.  Duke  generousl}" 
proposed  to  give  $5,000  ‘ ‘ to  erect  new  buildings  and  improving  those 
already  on  the  grounds,  provided  the  IMasons  and  people  of  North 
Carolina  would  contribute  a like  amount.  ’ ’ A sirbscription  was  asked 
for,  and  very  near  $4,000  was  subscribed.  Owing  to  some  misun- 
derstanding some  of  those  snbscsiptions  are  not  available.  Up  to 
the  present  time  $3, 101.97  has  been  paid  in.  I am  in  receipt  of  the 
following  letter  from  Mr.  Duke,  which  shows  his  good  will  and  ear- 
nest desire  to  help  this  worthy  cause ; 

Durham,  N.  C.,  December  27th,  1895. 

Mr.  N.  M.  Lawrence, 

Siipt.  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum,  Oxford,  N.  C. 

Dear  Sir  : — Referring  to  mj"  offer  of  last  year  to  contribute  $5,000 
for  the  erection  of  better  buildings  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
orphans  under  your  care,  provided  the  Masons  of  the  State  should 
raise,  during  the  year  1895,  a like  sum  to  be  used  for  the  same  pur- 
pose, I beg  to  say  I hope  the  condition  has  been  complied  with,  and 
that  I am  ready  to  send  check  for  the  $5,000  when  you  advise  me  of 
such  compliance  by  the  Masons. 

I wish  to  say,  also,  that  if  such  sum  has  been  raised  '03'  them,  and 
they  wish  to  continue  their  efforts  to  provide  more  fulh"  for  the  or- 
phans, I make  the  same  offer  for  the  \^ear  1896,  and  will  pay  an  ad- 
ditional $5,000  to  be  used  as  stated  above;  provided,  the  Masons 
shall  have,  during  the  3’ear  1896,  raised  a like  additional  sum  for  the 
same  purpose.  If,  however,  the  INIasons  have  not  raised  the  $5,000 
necessar3'  to  be  raised  b3'  them  during  this  3^ear,  to  makem}'  contri- 
bution payable,  and  wish  to  extend  their  efforts  into  the  next  3^ear, 
I agree  that  if  the3"  shall  during  the  3'ears  1895-1896,  raise  for  the 
purpose  stated,  either  five  thousand  dollars  or  ten  thousand  dollars, 
I will,  upon  notice  ofthepa3’ment  b3'  them  of  either  of  said  sums,  pa3' 
an  eqrral  sum.  I trust,  however,  that  I will  hear  from  you  that  the 
sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  has  been  raised  bv’  them  during  the  pres- 
ent year,  so  that  $10,000  mar'  become  immediately  available  for  the 
present  needs  of  the  noble  charit3'  which  3^ou  have  in  charge. 

I would  suggest  that  3’ou  call  the  attention  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to 
the  fact  that  to  complete  the  work  at  the  As3'lum  alreadr-  planned 
by  the  Building  Committee  will  cost  not  less  than  twenty  or  twentr'- 
five  thousand  dollars,  with  the  assurance  that  all  the  improvements 
decided  upon  are  absoluteh’  necessary  to  the  placing  of  the  institu-

IN  MEMORIAM. 

PAST  GRAND  MASTER  GEO.  W.  BROUNT. 

Geo.  W.  Blount  was  born  at  Nashville,  in  North  Carolina,  the 
seventh  day  of  October,  1836.  Pie  died  the  twent3"-eighth  daj-  of 
November,  1895.  His  father  was  Benjamin  H.  Blount  and  his 
mother  Sarah  A.  Wood.  He  married  Sarah  Egerton,  of  Franklin 
countj'. 

Brother  Blount  was  educated  at  Wake  Forest  College  and  the 
University  of  North  Carolina.  He  was  an  ardent  supporter  of  both 
institutions  and  a zealous  friend  of  the  free  schools.  He  was  for 
several  terms  a trustee  of  Wake  Forest  College. 

He  was  a soldier  in  the  ranks  of  the  55th  North  Carolina  Regi- 
ment and  was  promoted  Captain.  Plis  devotion  to  that  cause  was 
faithful  and  touching.  He  was  a well-read,  careful  and  cautious 
lawyer.  The  large  roll  of  his  clients  contained  the  name  of  men 
well  known  in  every  walk  of  life  and  of  ever\’  shade  of  political  and 
religious  opinion.  He  served  all  with  fairness  and  fidelit3'. 

In  our  noble  Order  our  deceased  brother  was  preeminent,  filling 
with  zeal  and  efficienc3’  every  station  in  the  gift  of  the  craft.  He 
was  Grand  Master  of  North  Carolina,  Grand  High  Priest  of  the 
Chapter  and  Grand  Generalissimo  of  the  Commander3'.  Plis  mem- 
bership of  our  important  committees  is  evidenced  b3’  thorough  and 
reliable  reports.  The  records  of  our  grand  jurisdiction  are  full  of 
his  zealous  labors.  He  was  signalH’  honored  with  the  confidence 
of  his  people.  Pie  served  them  faithfully  as  Ma3'or  of  Wilson  and 
for  several  tenns  Commissioner  of  that  cit3'.  Pie  was  the  candidate 
of  the  Democratic  Part3'  for  Congress  in  his  district  and  for  the 
State  Senate  in  the  district  composed  of  the  counties  of  Nash, 
Franklin  and  Wilson. 

Our  brother  was  a Christian  in  fellowship  with  the  Missionar3' 
Baptist  Church.  He  was  the  mainstay  of  his  denomination  in  Wil- 
son and  the  present  growth  of  that  church  there  is  attributable 
largel3"  to  his  faithfulness. 
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It  was  around  the  fireside  the  virtues  of  our  brother  shone  so 
heautifull}-.  Tender  and  trustful  and  confiding-,  loving,  generous 
and  true,  he  was  a model  of  conjugal  and  parental  virtue.  He  set 
mankind  a high  standard  of  manliness,  truth  and  purity.  He  lived 
up  to  his  ideal. 

While  in  storm  he  was  strong  as  an  oak,  the  drift  of  his  life  was 
to  the  sunshine  and  flower.  He  was  fitted  for  the  joys  of  the  mar- 
riage vow,  for  the  sympathy  of  the  Masonic  altar,  for  loving  the 
orphan,  for  following  Christ.  His  heart  was  true  to  every  trust. 
Whether  closing  in  death  the  eyes  of  a brother,  giving  food  to  the 
hungr\-,  pleading  the  cause  of  a client,  managing  the  affairs  of  an 
educational  institution,  presiding  in  the  most  eminent  places  of 
Masonic  dignity,  smoothing  the  brow  of  wife  and  child,  he  was  a 
pattern  of  manhood  and  Masonry  worthy  of  our  imitation.  God 
rest  his  soul ! Be  it,  therefore. 

'I'hat  the  grand  jririsdiction  mourn  the  loss  of 
George  W.  Bloimt,  a man  and  a Mason  of  the  highest  type  of  civil. 
Masonic  and  religious  virhies.

Your  committee  appointed  at  the  recent  special  session  of  your 
Grand  Body,  to  graft  suitable  resolutions  of  resjDect  to  the  memory 
of  Past  Grand  Master  Alonzo  T.  Jerkins,  begs  leave  to  submit  the 
following; 
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IN  MEMORIAM. 

PAST  GRAND  MASTER  ALONZO  T.  JERKINS. 

It  is  meet  that  the  virtues  of  amiable  exemplary  characters  should 
live  on  perpetual  record. 

His  faults  and  his  foibles,  let  us  bur}"  them.  His  virtues,  let  us 
extol  them. 

Alonzo  Thomas  Jerkins  was  born  in  Newbern,  June  2d,  1809, 
where  he  died,  April  7th,  1895,  aged  87  }"ears,  10  months  and  5 da5's. 

In  early  youth,  he  matriculated  at  the  L^niversity  of  North  Caro- 
lina (Dr.  Caldwell,  President),  and  passed  the  Sophomore  class; 
but  the  death  of  his  mother  compelled  his  retirement,  and  he  en- 
gaged at  once  in  mercantile  pursuits,  and  thus  spent  his  life  until 
the  late  war. 

He  was  married  twice.  First,  to  Miss  Sarah  Mcllvean,  a relative 
of  the  first  wife  of  Governor  Caswell ; and  second,  to  Miss  Susan  C. 
Hooper,  an  accomplished  lady  of  Richmond,  Va. , who  survives  him. 
He  had  no  children. 

In  i850-’5i,  he  was  a member  of  the  General  Assembly  from 
Craven  count}",  having  been,  owing  to  his  great  personal  popular- 
ity, elected  by  a vers"  large  and  flattering  vote. 

At  the  organization  of  the  Atlantic  and  North  Carolina  Railroad 
he  was  made  Director,  and  also  held  a like  position  in  the  Merchants 
Bank  of  Newbern.  He  was  President  of  the  Bank  of  Commerce  of 
the  same  city,  and  a trustee  of  the  Newbern  Academy,  an  institu- 
tion of  distinguished  age  and  associations. 

In  the  year  1845,  P-  G.  M.  Jerkins  w"as  initiated  in  Masonr}',  in 
St.  John’s  Lodge,  No.  3,  and  in  about  five  years  thereafter  was 
elected  Grand  Master,  which  office  he  filled  two  years. 

On  [Sunday,  Jan.  6th,  1878,  he  was,  on  a profession  of  faith  in 
Christ,  baptized  by  Rev.  Dr.  T.  H.  Pritchard,  in  the  Baptist  Church 
at  Raleigh,  and  shortly  thereafter  united  with  the  Baptist  Church 
at  Newbern,  in  whose  fellowship  he  died. 

Thus  his  long  life]  was  Jone  of  marked  activity  and  usefulness. 
Always  prompt,  attentive,  courteous,  industrious,  energetic,  enter- 
prising, intelligent,  his  [career  was  a series  of  varied  success  and 
achievements. 

As  student,  he  was  bright  and  [intelligent ; as  merchant,  frugal 
and  thrifty ; as  Legislator,  faithful  and  patriotic ; as  Bank  Director 
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and  President,  wise  and  safe;  as  Trustee,  generous  and  sympa- 
thetic; as  Christian,  gentle,  trustful,  loving.  In  the  domestic  re- 
lation, he  was  genial  and  affectionate. 

It  was  in  Masonry,  however,  that  the  most  distinctive  traits  of  his 
character,  illuminated  by  the  brightness  of  the  Christian  faith,  shone 
most  conspiciously.  His  daily  walk  was  an  exemplification  of  broth- 
erly love,  relief  and  truth.  With  a heart  full  of  benevolence,  his 
beneficences  were  without  stint.  He  relieved  the  distressed  and 
compassionated  their  misfortunes.  Thoroughly  cognizant  of  the 
ritualistic  teachings  of  the  Order,  he  strove  to  be  true,  and  illustrate 
the  precept  by  example.  The  record  of  his  good  deeds  is  imperish- 
able. 

Exalted  to  the  office  of  Grand  Master,  the  cup  of  his  ambition 
seemed  to  be  full,  and  gratitude  for  the  honor  stimulated  his  efforts. 
Versed  in  law  and  usage,  discriminating  in  interpretation,  prompt 
in  decision,  inimical  to  innovation,  tenacious  of  landmark  and  tra- 
dition, fraternal  in  intercourse,  his  administration  was  notable  for 
wisdom  and  conser\mtism.  Knowing  the  right  he  dared  maintain 
it.  The  strength  and  beauty  which  has  adorned  the  centuries,  suf- 
fered no  diminution  in  his  hand. 

But  alas!  the  sands  in  the  hour-glass  have  all  passed  away;  the 
scythe  of  time  has  played  its  havoc ; the  column  has  been  broken ; 
a good  man  has  fallen ; a great  IMasoii  has  been  translated  from 
the  terrestrial  Lodge  below  to  the  celestial  Lodge  above,  where  the 
Supreme  Architect  of  the  Universe  presides ; where  the  wicked  cease 
from  troubling,  and  the  weary  find  rest ; where  faith  is  lost  in  sight, 
hope  ends  in  fruition,  and  charity  extends  throughout  the  boundless 
realms  of  eternity.  Pie  is  dead,  yet  he  still  speaketh ! 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  deplores  the 
lo,ss  sustained  by  the  death  of  P.  G.  M.  Alonzo  Thomas  Jerkins  and 
will  in  respect  to  his  memory,  diligently  strive  to  emulate  his  vir- 
tues.

So  much  as  relates  to  the  Orphan  As3dum,  to  the  Committee  on 
Orphan  Asylum. 

We  heartily  endorse  his  remarks  on  the  Orphan's  Friend,  and 
earnestly  desire  that  his  interest  expressed  regarding  the  future  suc- 
cess of  this  paper  may  be  fully  realized,  and  that  there  maj"  be  no 
Masonic  family  in  our  State  in  which  a copy  may  not  be  found. 
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That  so  much  as  relates  to  commemorating  in  a public  manner, 
the  memory  of  our  brother,  George  Washington,  to  a Special  Com- 
mittee of  three. 

While  we  are  not  inimical  to  Eastern  vStar  Degrees,  as  such,  we 
do  not  think  it  wise  for  the  Grand  Doodge  to  adopt  this  as  a side 
issue  of  Masonry,  but  believe  that  each  should  work  out  its  own 
destiny  in  its  own  way,  untrammelled  by  the  other. 

That  the  matter  of  Picnics,  referred  to  by  the  Grand  Master,  be 
left  to  the  discussion  of  each  Subordinate  Dodge,  without  action  by 
this  Grand  Body.

Amend  bj"  striking  out  the  number  five  and  inserting  three  and 
add:  "That  the  Grand  Master,  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Custo- 

dian shall  constitute  said  Board.  ” 

Bro.  Winston  moved  that  the  entire  matter  be  referred 
to  a committee  composed  of  P.  G.  Masters  F.  H.  Busbee, 
H.  H.  Munson  and  J.  W.  Gotten,  which  motion  was 
adopted.

We,  your  Committee  No.  i on  Charters  and  Dispensations,  beg 
leave  to  report  that  we  have  carefully  examined  the  records  and 
papers  of  the  following  Lodges  under  dispensation,  and  respectfully 
recommend  that  charters  be  granted  them,  viz:

Griggs  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
read  and,  on  motion,  tabled. 

Resolved,  That  all  authority  extended  to  the  Grand  Master  to  sign 
certificates  of  aid  from  subordinate  Lodges  be  hereby  rescinded. 

The  Grand  Secretary  was  instructed  to  communicate  with 
the  Governor  in  order  to  secure  the  hall  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  for  the  use  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to-night. 

Bro.  Caho,  from  Committee  on  Appeals,  made  the  fol- 
lowing report,  which  was  read  and  adopted: 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  : 

We,  your  Committee  on  Appeals,  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal 
of  Bro.  Jas.  J.  Greenwood,  of  Vance  Lodge,  No.  293,  from  the  action 
of  Ivey  Lodge,  No.  406,  expelling  him,  after  carefully  examining 
all  the  records  and  evidence  before  us,  are  of  the  opinion  that  the 
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punishment  was  too  great  for  the  offence  charged,  and  we  therefore 
recommend  that  the  action  of  said  Ivey  Lodge,  No.  406,  be  set  aside, 
and  that  the  brother  be  restored  to  the  rights  of  Masonry;  and  we 
further  recommend,  that  if  Ivey  Lodge,  No.  406,  should  feel  agrieved, 
that  they  may  prefer  charges  against  the  said  brother,  in  his  own 
Lodge,  Vance,  No.  293,  that  he  may  be  tried  by  his  own  Lodge.

Bro.  Lamb,  from  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  submitted 
the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  adopted: 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  and  Brethren  : 

The  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence,  to  whom  was  referred 
that  portion  of  the  Grand  Master’s  Address,  containing  his  decis- 
ions during  the  past  Masonic  year,  beg  leave  to  report  that  they 
have  carefully  examined  the  same  and  approve  the  same. 

We  assume  that  the  decision  concerning  the  right  of  a dimitted 
Mason  to  visit  a Lodge  room,  is  not  intended  to  abrogate  the  de- 
cision that  one  visit  may  be  paid,  and  with  that  understanding,  it 
is  approved. 

The  decision  that  it  requires  a majority  of  the  members  present 
to  elect  an  officer  is  correct,  if  the  attention  of  the  Lodge  is  directed 
to  the  presence  of  non-voting  members  before  the  announcement  of 
the  result.  If  members  are  present  not  voting,  it  would  seem  to  be 
the  better  practice  to  require  them  to  vote  before  declaring  the  re- 
sult. If  their  presence  is  made  manifest  and  they  do  not  vote,  we 
approve  the  decision  that  it  requires  a majority  of  all  members  pres- 
ent to  elect. 
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We  affirm  the  decision  concerning  the  meaning  of  the  words  "due 
proficiency.  ’ ’

The  Grand  Lodge  was  then  called  from  labor  to  refresh- 
ment, and  proceeded  in  a bod\-  to  the  hall  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  to  hear  the  annual  address  of  the  Grand 
Orator,  Bro.  W.  H.  Snmmerell. 

The  Grand  Orator  was  introduced  by  Bro.  M.  S.  C.  No- 
blee  in  neat  and  appropriate  remarks. 

ADDRESS  BY  BRO.  W.  H.  SUMMERELL. 

Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  Brethren  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina, 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen  : 

Bearing  in  rememberance  those  truly  Masonic  virtues.  Silence 
and  Circumspection,  I shall  claim  your  indulgence  for  as  short  a 
time  this  evening  as  the  origin  and  achievements  of  Free  Masonry 
will  permit : 
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Almost  all  men  know  that  Free  Masonrj'  is  a great  school  which 
has  taught  for  ages  the  great  truths,  the  Fatherhood  of  God,  the 
Brotherhood  of  man  and  the  immortalitr'  of  the  soul,  but  these  doc- 
trines are  dogmas  we  hold  in  common  with  all  civilized  people; 
says  Senator  Chandler:  “Without  debating  dogmas,  we  all  hope, 

we  all  believe,  that  somehow,  somewhere,  sorrow  and  sighing  shall 
flee  away ; all  souls  shall  be  saved,  and  permanent  happiness  shall 
at  last  come  to  all  the  children  of  men.  ” * * * Mr.  Dickens  made  the 
poor  idiotic  Barnaby  and  the  coarse,  strong  Hugh,  of  the  Maj-pole 
Inn,  hold  conversations  about  the  wonders  of  the  visible  heavens, 
and  they  inquired  of  each  other,  “whence  comes  the  light  of  the 
innumerable  stars  that  dot  the  sky?”  When  they  are  both  under 
sentence  of  death,  and  just  before  the  dawn  of  da}'  were  led  across 
the  prison  yard  toward  the  place  of  execution,  Barnaby,  looking  up- 
ward toward  the  myriad  lights  of  night,  exclaimed:  ‘ ‘ Hugh,  we  shall 
know  what  makes  the  stars  shine,  now!  Not  onlj-  shall  we  know 
what  makes  the  stars  shine,  but  all  the  wonders  of  the  LTniverse  shall 
be  opened  to  our  search.’’ 

The  origin  of  IMasonr}-  is  shrouded  in  mystery,  and  is  traced  by 
different  antiquarians  to  different  sources,  each  with  eqiial  apparent 
conviction.  Some  writer  in  the  Encr'clopedia  Brittanica  asserts 
with  the  usual  positiveness  of  a “ Profane  ’’  that  the  Order  was  born 
in  the  year  of  Our  Lord,'  1717;  but  had  you  in  1717  asked  the  old- 
est Arab  in  the  deserts  whence  he  had  his  knowlege  of  the  Order, 
he  would  have  answered  that  his  father  taught  him ; and  if  asked 
where  his  father  learned  it,  he  would  have  said  from  his  father. 
And  so  it  came,  in  an  uukroken  line  from  father  to  son,  from  awa%' 
back  in  the  daj's  when  Solomon  dispensed  true  J.Iasonic  light  and 
knowledge  to  all  the  East  while  the  inhabitants  of  England  were  sav- 
ages in  the  woods.  Brother  Alfred,  of  Louisana,  claims  thatwearede- 
scended  from  the  Egyptians,  being  the  offspring  of  the  Ancient  Myste- 
ries of  Isis  and  Osiris.  Brother  Coleman,  of  Kentuck}-,  following  the 
teachings  of  the  great  Robert  Morris,  traces  the  genealogy  of  the 
Order  to  the  Phoenecians,  and  proves  his  case  to  the  satisfaction  of 
all  who  have  had  the  privilege  of  hearing  him,  or  the  pleasure  of 
readinghis  books,  by  the  Masonic  inscriptions  ujjon  the  ancient  wall 
built  by  King  Solomon  around  the  base  of  Mount  Moriah.  In  pre- 
historic times,  judging  from  inscriptions  upon  obelisks  and  pyra- 
mids, Masonry  existed  in  Egypt.  The  Priests  of  Isis  and  Osiris 
initiated  into  the  Order,  men  ‘ ‘ worthy  and  well  qualified,  ’ ’ and  taught 
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— before  their  rites  became  debased  by  the  admission  of  the  vicious 
and  depraved — the  immortality  of  the  soul.  The  Greeks  and  Tyri- 
ans, trading  into  Egj'pt,  brought  thence  some  knowledge  of  these 
mj'steries,  and  founded  in  their  respective  countries  societies  which 
became  the  sources  from  which  flowed  light  and  knowledge  which 
still  continue  to  bless  and  ennoble  the  human  race.  In  Greece,  was 
founded  the  Order  of  the  Eleusinian  mysteries,  which  was  a most 
potent  agency  in  disseminating  throughout  Western  Europe  a knowl- 
edge and  appreciation  of  Grecian  civilization,  to  which  we  are  at  this 
daj'  indebted  for  most  that  makes  an  intellectual  better  than  an  igno- 
rant man.  The  Tyrians  carried  with  them  aknowledge  of  the  practical 
side  of  the  lessons  taught  by  the  Egyptians,  and  became  skilled  to 
work  in  gold  and  purple  and  blue,  and  to  engrave  with  the  engraver’s 
chisel.  They  founded  the  Order  of  Sidonian  Architects  and  placed 
at  their  head  the  great  Huram-Arbear,  and  no  man  was  permitted 
to  become  an  artisan  in  Tyre  until  duly  licensed  by  the  heads  of  this 
Order.  Their  manner  of  work  was  as  follows : The  Master  drew 

his  designs  with  red  chalk,  in  which  the  coasts  of  that  country  still 
abound,  upon  a trestle-board.  The  overseer  of  any  given  number 
of  operatives  wore  a plain  apron  without  flap  or  bib,  and  i^pon  it 
copied  from  the  trestle-board  his  section  of  work  for  the  day,  and 
the  Fellow  Craft,  or  ordinary  workman,  wearing  an  apron  with  a 
pocket  at  the  top  for  carrying  small  tools,  came  and  looked  upon 
the  overseer’s  apron  and  executed  his  task  in  obedience  to  the  de- 
signs thereon  delineated.  There  were  also  asssistants  to  these  bear- 
ers of  burdens,  who  wore  a plain  apron,  extending  from  throat  to 
knee,  and  fastened  at  the  shoulder. 

Thirty  thousand  of  these  men  being  sent  by  King  Hiram  to  pre- 
pare timber  in  the  forests  of  Lebanon  for  the  temple  at  Jerusalem, 
were  lost — where,  or  how,  or  why,  neither  tradition  nor  history  in- 
forms u,s — and  to  supply  their  places  King  Solomon  incorporated  a 
like  number  of  Jews  into  the  Order — gave  it  the  symbolism  of  Ma- 
sonry as  it  stands  this  day,  and  ingrafted  upon  it  the  worship  of  the 
one  true  God.  Solomon  was  especially  fitted  to  send  oi'thodox  Ma- 
sonry forth  upon  its  great  mission  to  the  sons  of  men.  He  was  pre- 
eminently a man  of  peace,  and  lived  in  that  era  when  every  son  of 
Israel  lived  at  peace  and  in  security  “under  his  own  vine  and  fig 
tree”  It  was  a most  fitting  time  to  found  an  order  of  peace  and 
good  works  on  earth  that  was  to  teach  forever  faith  in  Jehovah’s 
existence,  and  a belief  that  he  would  gratify  this  “pleasing  hope. 
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this  fond  desire,  this  longing  after  immortality  of  all  his  children.” 
We  are  more  indebted  to  the  Jews  than  most  men  are  willing  to  ad- 
mit, but  the  fact  remains,  nevertheless,  that  we  owe  to  them  our 
knowledge  of  the  True,  the  Beautiful,  and  the  Good;  and  this  must 
needs  have  been  so,  when  we  consider  the  fact  that  they  have  al- 
ways sought  peace,  and  are  from  remotest  times  sprung  from  peace- 
fully inclined  ancestors.  “There  was  a light  on  Jewish  Mountains 
that  never  shone  on  IMount  Olympus.  The  streams  of  Parnassus 
to  them  were  not  so  clear  and  full  as  Siloas  Bi'ook  that  flowed  fast 
by  the  Oracle  of  God.”  Far  up  the  ages  before  Cecrops  founded 
Athens,  it  gushed  forth  aud  flowed  in  its  appointed  place  at  the 
command  of  God.  On  the  plains  of  the  East,  under  the  spreading 
Terebinth,  sits  Abraham  in  his  tent,  calm,  sequestered,  reverent. 
Far  hence  be  the  scenes  of  desolation.  We  hear  a hero  sing,  and 
the  martial  music  that  announces  his  coming  is  drowned  in  the 
shrieks  of  orphans.  “The  laurel  wreath  of  which  he  boasts  was 
nourished  in  empurpled  plains  of  carnage,  or  snatched  from  the  field 
of  the  dead.  ” “But  the  Father  of  the  faithful,  taught  b3’  the  God 
of  Nature  and  Revelation,  surrounded  himself  with  far  different 
scenes.  ” “ We  listen  to  the  music  of  the  grove ; we  trace  windings 

of  the  rivulet;  we  read  the  name  of  God  in  the  starr}'  heavens,  and 
we  follow  the  old  hero  through  a checkered  life  to  a cit\-  that  hath 
habitations.  ” “ The  hill  of  Sion  where  God  dwelt  was  the  tr’pe  of  the 
jo\^  of  the  whole  world,  ’ ’ while  Athens,  to  the  rest  of  the  world,  was 
the  sj’inbol  of  tjuannj'.  And  Masonry,  built  upon  the  teachings  of 
God’s  chosen  people,  has  blessed  and  ennobled  its  millions,  without 
once  shedding  the  blood  of  a single  victim,  or  even  without  one 
single  act  of  injustice  or  oppression.  There  have  been  many  relig- 
ions and  many  brotherhoods.  From  the  earliest  dawn  of  histoiu', 
men  have  banded  themselves  together  for  mutual  protection  and  ben- 
efit, and  have  committed  crimes  in  behalf  of  their  respective  creeds, 
from  the  contemplation  of  vrhich  even  crueltj'  itself  would  almost 
turn  away  with  shuddering  and  horror.  The  ancient  Greek,  with 
all  his  refinement  and  culture,  and  with  all  his  avowed  horror  of 
slaver\r  for  himself,  sold  his  captives.  The  Egj'ptian  sacrificed  his 
first-born  upon  the  walls  of  his  cit\"  when  beseiged  b}'  his  enemies. 
The  Assj'rian  made  his  children  pass  through  the  fire  to  Moloch. 
The  Mohammedan  spreads  his  faith  with  fire  and  sword,  and  with 
a fiendish  debauchery"  worse  than  death  itself  The  Roman  Catho- 
lic burns  the  Protestant;  and  the  Protestant  robs  and  beheads  the 
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Romanist.  The  Calvinist  murders  the  Armenian,  and  the  Arme- 
nian flays  the  Calvinist  alive,  and  all  this  and  more  in  the  service 
of  God  and  in  behalf  of  mankind.  But  Masonry  has  written  the 
purest,  fairest  page  in  all  human  history.  It  has  wronged  no  man 
— it  has  defrauded  no  man.  It  has  not  even  given  railing  for  rail- 
ing. It  has  inculcated  an  earnest  belief  in  God ; it  has  taught  that 
all  meu  are  brothers;  it  has  stood  for  human  liberty  of  conscience 
and  of  action  in  obedience  to  law.  It  has  protected  the  purity  of 
woman  and  the  sanctity  of  home.  It  believes  in  the  duty  of  hos- 
pitality, and  in  the  duty  of  all  men,  and  more  especially  members 
of  the  Craft,  to  raise  the  fallen  and  to  extend  a helping  hand  to  the 
weak.  It  preserves  the  purity  of  a belief  in  God  the  Father,  when 
the  fires  of  the  Inquisition  were  burning  day  and  night.  In  the 
silent  watches  of  the  night,  “on  high  hills  and  in  low  dales,”  Ma- 
sonry has  ever  offered  prayer  and  praise,  and  not  one  prayer  for 
vengeance  upon  its  “enemies,  persecutors  and  slanderers.” 

I once  heard  a distinguished  brother  say  that,  “were  it  not  for 
our  work  in  connection  with  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum,  he  would 
take  his  dimit  immediately.”  If  IMasonry  had  only  its  forms  and 
ceremonies,  its  meetings  and  lectures,  and  its  ritual,  it  would  be  as 
silly  as  the  antics  of  a baboon,  and  as  tiresome  as  the  iteration  of 
a spoiled  child.  But  the  ceremonial  law  is  merely  the  garment  that 
clothes  a form  as  well-rounded  as  the  Venus  De  Medici ; a living, 
active  principle,  that  when  men  first  ceased  to  be  [savages,  locked 
hands  with  Monotheistic  civilization  and  marched  with  earnest  tread 
down  the  track  of  ages. 

On  that  great  day,  when  Charles  Martel,  turned  back  the  tide  of 
Turkish  dominion,  and  saved  the  Anglo-Saxon,  Teutonic  and  Gallic 
races  from  Turkish  lust,  it  was  by  his  side.  It  tramped  with  Na- 
poleon's suffering  legions  on  the  terrible  death-march  from  Mos- 
cow, sharing  its  last  crumb  with  the  suffering.  In  the  days  of  the 
Southern  Confederacy  it  was  at  Andersonville  and  Johnson 's  Island ; 
at  Salisbury  and  Point  Lookout,  pushing  its  way  where  even  Miss 
Barton’s  noble  band  could  scarcely  gain  admittance,  doing  all  in 
its  power  to  alleviate  the  sufferings  of  brother  held  prisoner  to 
brother.  The  work  at  Oxford  is  one  in  which,  I honestly  believe 
— and  I speak  with  reverence — the  very  angels  of  God  would  rejoice 
to  particijaate ; but  as  grand,  and  as  holy  and  as  beneficent  as  it  is, 
Masonry  has  done  greater  things  for  the  good  of  humanity  than 
this. 
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The  claim  has  been  made  that  the  happy  issue  of  the  English 
Revolution  of  1688,  which  deprived  the  worst  t3’rant  of  modern 
times  of  his  throne,  and  gave  civil  and  religions  liberty  to  the  Eng- 
lish-speaking world,  was  due  in  no  small  measure  to  the  well-ma- 
tured and  carefullj^-concealed  plans  of  the  Masons  of  Holland.  In 
the  person  of  General  Washington  it  fought  the  battles  of  the 
American  Revolution,  and  helped  to  establish  in  this  country  an 
as3’lum  for  the  desolate  and  oppressed  of  ever3'  clime.  In  our  own 
time,  under  the  name  of  the  Carbonari,  or  Charcoal-Burners,  it 
assisted  Garibaldi  in  depriving  the  Pope  of  his  temporal  power,  and 
in  placing  Victor  Emanuel  upon  the  throne  of  Itahu  Alwa3's  and 
everywhere  it  has  stood  for  liberty  of  conscience  and  securit3"  of 
law,  and  battled  with  all  its  might  against  wrong  and  oppression. 

In  our  own  da3',  and  in  our  own  State,  what  a great  work  IMa- 
sonr3’  has  done ! What  a noble  work  it  is  still  doing ! The  love  of 
little  children  is  the  purest  and  tenderest  of  all  human  emotions. 
Fresh  from  God’s  creative  hand — uncontaminated  b3'  the  vices  of 
the  world — the3"  break  the  incrustations  of  selfishness,  they  touch 
our  hearts  with  a divine  polarit3%  and  are  themselves  like  the  in- 
habitants of  the  heavenly  world,  whose  ministr3'  it  is  to  surround  the 
throne  of  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Celestial  Lodge  above.  Hund- 
reds of  these  little  ones  this  Grand  Lodge  has  searched  out  from 
the  highwa3's  and  hedges  of  North  Carolina:  fed  them,  clothed 
them,  taught  them  of  the  love  of  God,  of  the  pirrity  of  woman,  of 
the  sacredness  of  home  and  of  the  blessed  fruits  of  the  purity  of 
living. 

And,  finalh’,  if  I ma3"  be  pardoned  a personal  allusion,  i\Iasonr3' 
is  dear  to  me  because  the  truest  friends  I have  ever  had  are  IMasons  ; 
because,  from  his  twent3--fifth  to  his  ninet3'-second  3'ear,  the  best 
man  I have  ever  known,  worshipped  at  its  altars;  because  I know 
that  after  m3'  brethren  shall  have  dropped  the  emblem  of  immor- 
tality upon  me,  those  who  are  dearer  than  life  itself  to  me  will  be 
protected  by  the  broad  shield  of  its  love  and  duty ; and  because  it 
has  taught,  still  teaches,  and  will  continue  to  teach  until  the  end 
of  time,  the  broad,  the  catholic  meaning  of  “Friendship,  Morality' 
and  Brotherly  Love.  ’ ’ 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  returned  to  Masonic  Hall,  and 
was  called  from  refreshment  to  labor. 
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Bro.  F.  D.  Winston  offered  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  unanimously  adopted  by  a rising  vote: 

Resolved,  That  a rising  vote  of  thanks  be  tendered  to  Bro.  Suin- 
nierell  for  his  pleasing  and  instructive  address,  which  has  been  so 
eloquently  delivered  and  so  cheerfully  received.

We,  the  committee  appointed  to  consider  the  resolution  and 
amendments  offered  in  regard  to  the  appointment  of  a Custodian  of 
the  Work,  respectfully  report  that  they  have  had  the  matter  under 
careful  consideration  ; have  heard  arguments  upon  the  side  of  those 
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who  favor  a single  Custodian,  as  well  as  those  who  advocate  the 
appointment  of  three  Custodians,  and  as  their  conclusions,  respect- 
fully report : It  was  suggested  that  it  would  be  to  the  interest  of 

IMasonry  that  the  work  should  not  be  entrusted  to  a single  Custo- 
dian, but  to  a board  or  committee  of  three;  that  the  Custodians 
should  not  serve  as  Lecturers,  but  should  commission  as  many  Lec- 
turers as  should  be  necessary ; and  it  was  urged  with  much  force 
that  such  action  would  redound  to  the  interest  of  Masonr5u 

Upon  the  other  hand,  it  was  tirged  with  equal  force  that  the 
present  plan  had  worked  well  since  its  adoption  some  years  ago ; 
that  it  was  best  that  the  w'ork  should  be  preserved  by  a single  Cus- 
todian, under  the  direction  of  the  Grand  Master,  and  that  as  he  had 
a group  of  Lecturers  who  were  versed  in  the  work,  there  was  no 
danger  of  the  loss  or  impairment  of  the  work;  that  a Custodian, 
who  should  not  be  permitted  to  perform  the  work  of  a Lecturer 
would  grow  indifferent,  or  perhaps  fail  to  keeir  himself  as  perfect 
in  the  work  as  he  should  be.

Blount,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence, 
you  graciouslj’  tendered  me  the  position  thus  made  vacant.

BROTHER  ARCHIBALD  11.  A.  WILLIAMS. 

The  destroying  hand  of  death  has  rested  heavily  upon  us ; many 
good  men  and  loyal  masons  have  passed  over  the  river  and  rest 
beneath  the  everlasting  shades.  After  a life  full  of  good  deeds  and 
beaming  with  those  principles  so  beautifully  inculcated  by  our 
Order,  Bro.  Archibald  H.  A.  Williams  has  gone  to  his  final  reward. 

Bro.  Williams  died  on  the  4th  day  of  September,  1895.  For  several 
3'ears  he  had  been  a victim  of  Bright’s  disease,  and  his  sufferings 
were  intense,  3^et  he  bore  them  with  the  fortitude  of  a niart3’r. 
He  was  ahvay^s  bright  and  cheerful,  and  happiest  when  doing  some- 
thing to  minister  to  the  wants  of  suffering  humanity.  He  was  a 
man  of  most  generous  impulses,  and  knew  only  that  charity  which 
embraces  all  conditions  of  life. 

As  a Director  of  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum  and  Treasurer  of 
the  same,  he  rendered  most  valuable  service.  He  loved  the  Asylum 
with  that  earnest  devotion  which  was  a part  of  his  nature,  and 
never  wearied  in  giving  to  it  his  best  influence. 

In  his  famiU"  he  was  a model  of  sincere  affection,  and  among  his 
friends  he  held  a most  enviable  position  and  enjoyed  their  highest 
esteem.  He  was  prominent  in  all  the  relations  of  life;  a successful 
business  man  of  wonderful  executive  ability' — several  times  elected 
to  the  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina,  and  represented  his 
District  in  Congress,  in  all  of  which  positions  he  maintained  his 
high  character. 

The  Grand  Lodge  has  lost  a devoted  member,  the  State  a distin- 
guished citizen  and  his  family  a devoted  husband  and  father.  It  is 
eminently  fitting  that  his  life  and  character  be  handed  down  to  pos-

3.  That  the  fifteen  hundred  dollars  of  last  year’s  appropriation  re- 
maining unpaid  be  paid,  and  that  an  additional  appropriation  of  fif- 
teen hundred  dollars  to  the  general  fund  of  the  A.syluin  be  made. 
We  further  recommend  that  an  appropriation  of  one  thousand  dol- 
lars be  made  to  the  building  fund  for  the  cunent  3’ear. 

4.  That  each  r^ear  hereafter,  on  the  days  of  the  installation  of  of- 
ficers of  the  subordinate  Lodges  of  this  Grand  Jurisdiction,  free-will 
offerings  in  behalf  of  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asrdum  be  taken. 

5.  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Oxford  Orphan  As\dum  be  required 
to  enlarge  his  annual  report  in  detail,  so  as  to  show  the  receipts  of 
the  year  and  bj'  whom  contributed. 

6.  Whereas:  Mr.  B.  N.  Duke,  of  Durham,  N.  C.,  (not  a Mason) 
has  given  us  a noble  example  of  the  true  Masonic  spirit,  in  his  most 
generous  offer  to  contribute  an  additional  five  thousand  dollars  for 
the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum,  provided  that  the  Masons,  of  North 
Carolina,  during  the  year  1896,  will  raise  a like  amount,  therefore 
we  recommend  that  each  subordinate  Lodge  within  our  Jurisdiction 
take  this  proposal  of  Mr.  Duke’s  under  serious  consideration  during 
the  coming  year.  We  are  deeply  convinced  of  the  fact  that  such  a 
princely  offer  as  that  made  Mr.  Duke  should  strike  a responsive 
chord  in  the  heart  of  every  true  Mason  in  North  Carolina:  wherefore 
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we  submit  this  matter  to  the  consideration  of  our  brethren  through- 
ont  the  State. 

7.  That  the  order  heretofore  granting  authority  to  the  Directors 
of  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum  to  make  sale  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
acres  of  land  should  be  revoked,  it  being  the  unanimous  opinion  of 
the  committee  that  all  the  land  owned  by  the  Institution  is,  or  will 
soon  be,  greatly  needed  for  the  nse  of  the  same. 

8.  That  we  heartily  approve  the  suggestion  of  the  Superintendent 
of  the  Asylum,  as  to  the  proposed  additional  industrial  features,  be- 
lieving as  we  do  that  every  opportunity  shonld  be  taken  advantage  of 
to  give  the  children  instruction  in  the  branches  of  mechanical  or  in- 
dustrial work  that  may  better  fit  them  to  become  useful,  self-support- 
ing men  and  women.  And  whilst  we  hope  the  Superintendent  and 
Board  of  Directors  will  be  able  to  secure  the  facilities  to  enable  them 
to  give  to  those,  who  shall  prove  worthy,  a higher  education  than  can 
be  offered  at  the  A.sylum,  yet  we  believe  that  all  the  children  should 
be  taught  to  work  and  to  realize  that  they  will  be  dependent  on  them- 
selves for  maintenance  and  support  after  leaving  the  Asylum,  and 
that  there  is  nothing  more  honorable  than  honest  labor.  We  fur- 
ther endorse  the  suggestion  of  the  Superintendent,  in  regard  to  the 
establishment  of  a workshop,  which  we  regard  as  absolutely  indis- 
pensible  to  the  work  and  efficiency  of  the  Institution.  We  hope  the 
Board  of  Directors  will  use  their  best  efforts  to  secure  the  scholar- 
ships for  the  girls,  as  proposed  by  the  Superintendent. 

9.  That  inasmuch  as  our  Grand  Master  in  his  annual  address,  and 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Asylum  in  his  official  report,  have  sug- 
gested that  an  increase  in  the  circulation  of  the  Orphan's  Friend 
will  add  largely  to  our  advertising  patronage,  and  turn  a handsome 
profit  to  the  As5dum,  we  most  earnestly  request  and  recommend 
that  our  .subordinate  Dodges  do  all  in  their  power  to  increase  the  cir- 
culation, and  that  the  Secretary  of  each  subordinate  Dodge  be  in- 
structed and  authoi'ized  to  act  as  the  agent  for  said  paper  ; and  we 
approve  the  purchase  of  a new  press  for  this  department. 

10.  That  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  Treasurer  and  Sup- 
erintendent of  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum,  as  submitted  to  this  ses- 
sion of  the  Grand  Dodge  of  North  Carolina,  be  appproved.

The  Grand  Master  then  stated  the  reasons  which  neces- 
sitated the  convening  of  this  Special  Communication. 

Bro.  F.  H.  Busbee  then  took  the  floor  and  gave  some 
reasons  why  in  his  opinion  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum 
should  be  incorporated. 

Bro.  Busbee  offered  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Master  be  authorized  and  requested  to 
take  steps  at  once  to  have  letters  of  incorporation  issued  for  the 
Oxford  Orphan  Asylum,  retaining  the  fullest  control  over  the  cor- 
poration by  the  Grand  Lodge;  and  that  he  be  authorized  to  take 
whatever  steps  may  be  necessary  to  accomplish  this. 

Bro.  David  Rosenthal  moved  the  adoption  of  the  resolu- 
tion. 

Bro.  David  Bell  and  F.  D.  Winston  spoke  to  the  resolu- 
tion. 

The  articles  of  incorporation  were  then  read  by  sections, 
as  follows,  and  adopted: 

NORTH  CAROLINA — GranvirIvE  County. 

These  articles  of  agreement,  to  form  a benevolent  incorporation 
and  to  be  incorporated  as  such,  entered  into  by  and  between  the 
persons  and  the  corporations,  whose  hands  and  seals  are  hereunto 
set,  witness : 

That  the  persons  and  corporations,  whose  hands  and  seals  are 
hereunto  set,  and  those  whom  they  may  hereafter  associate  with 
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themselves,  being  the  directors  and  controllers  of  the  present  Ox- 
ford Orphan  Asylum,  have  mntually  agreed  with  each  other  to  form 
a charitable  and  educational  corporation  and  to  become  incorporated 
as  such,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  16  of  The  Code  of 
North  Carolina  and  the  various  Acts  amendatory  thereof,  and  to 
that  end  the}’  do  hereby  set  forth,  before  the  Clerk  of  the  Superior 
Court  of  Granville  county,  North  Carolina,  the  following; 

1.  The  name  of  the  corporation  shall  be  “The  Oxford,  North 
Carolina,  Orphan  Asylum,  Oxford,  North  Carolina,’’  but  the  right 
to  have  the  corporate  name  changed  is  expressly  reserved. 

2.  The  business  of  the  corporation,  which  is  purely  a charitable 
and  educational  one,  shall  be  the  continuance  of  the  present  insti- 
tution, known  as  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum,  and  its  incorpora- 
tion, without  material  change  in  name,  and  without  change  of  pur- 
pose or  identity,  for  the  maintenance  and  support  of  an  orphan 
asylum,  or  a home  for  indigent  white  orphans  of  tender  years,  citi- 
zens of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  to  be  selected  and  received  as 
the  Directors  hereinafter  provided  for  shall  determine,  wdthout  dis- 
crimination as  to  sex,  religious  denomination  or  locality  within 
the  State,  and  the  support  and  education  of  such  or^Dhans,  includ- 
ing their  religious,  moral,  mental  and  physical  training,  and  their 
instruction  in  the  useful  arts. 

3.  The  place  where  the  business  of  the  corporation  is  to  be  carried 
on  is  at  Oxford,  Granville  county.  North  Carolina,  as  at  present, 
but  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  (A.  F.  and  A.  M.)  shall 
have  the  right  to  change  the  place  of  the  location  of  the  asylum, 
and  may  establish  other  asylums  under  this  charter. 

4.  The  corporation  shall  have  all  the  powers  set  forth  in  Chapter 
16  of  The  Code  of  North  Carolina,  and  the  Acts  amendatory  thereof, 
to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  have  a corporate  seal,  to  receive  title  and  to 
hold,  use  and  enjoy  in  fee  simple,  by  deed,  lease  or  other  tenure, 
real  and  personal  property  in  this  or  any  other  State  or  country;  to 
receive  by  purchase,  gift,  devise,  or  bequest  real  or  personal  prop- 
erty, and  to  convey  the  same  by  proper  instruments.  But  such 
property  shall  be  held  by  such  corporation  solely  for  the  purposes 
set  forth  above.  The  corporation  shall  succeed  to  all  the  rights  of 
the  present  institution,  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum,  and  is  the  same 
institution  incorporated. 

5.  The  affairs  of  the  corporation  shall  be  managed  by  a Board  of 
Directors,  and  such  officers  as  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  from 
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time  to  time  determine  to  be  necessary,  said  Directors  having  the 
power  to  determine  what  officers  may  be  required,  to  fix  their  terms 
and  salaries  and  to  elect  or  provide  for  the  election  of  all  necessary 
employees. 

6.  Whereas,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  has  established 

the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum,  and  has  provided  buildings  and  grounds, 
and  annually  makes  an  appropriation  towards  its  support;  and, 
whereas,  the  State  of  North  Carolina  likewise  makes  an  annual  ap- 
propriation towards  the  support  of  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum,  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  corporation  shall  be  appointed  as  tlie  pres- 
ent Directors  of  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum  have  been,  namely,  in 
the  following  manner;  Five  Directors  shall  be  elected  by  the  con- 
trolling .shareholder,  to-wit,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina, 
and  the  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  North  Carolina  shall  be  ex  officio 
Chairman,  and  three  Directors  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor 
of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  and  such  Directors  shall  hold  their 
offices  for  such  terms  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  By-Laws  of  the 
corporation : Provided,  that  if  at  any  time  the  appropriation  to- 

wards the  support  of  the  asylum,  made  by  the  State,  shall  cease,  all 
the  Directors  shall  be  selected  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Caro- 
lina. The  present  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asy- 
lum, who  were  appointed  in  the  manner  set  forth  above,  shall  be 
the  Directors  of  the  Oxford,  North  Carolina,  Orphan  Asylum,  Ox- 
ford, North  Carolina,  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected  or  ap- 
pointed, namely:  F.  M.  Moye,  G.  M.,  Chairman;  G.  Rosenthal, 

N.  B.  Broughton,  T.  A.  Green,  J.  S.  Carr,  J.  M.  Currin,  B.  N.  Duke, 
J.  N.  Ramsey  and  Fielding  Knott.
